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LALLY NEXT TO CROKER. 
Waldo Settles Question of Precedence 


in Fire Department. 


The departure yesterday of Fire Chief 
Croker for the convention of the Na- 
tional Board of Fige Underwriters in Cht- 
cago without, apparently, providing for 
a@ successor in command of the depart- 
ment in his absence occasioned. @ mis- 
understanding which for a time set the 
department, gossipping, The Chief 1éft 
the city in the early afternbon, Soon 
Chief Ahearn, a, broth- 
er of ex-Borough President Ahearn, came 
down from his Bronx sche aaa nti and 
took Croker’s place. 

In the Commissionership of Nicholas J. 
Hayes, Deputy Chief Ahearn. always act- 
ed as Chief of the department in Croker’s 





absence, and apparently he was following |. 


precedent yesterday. Section 728 of the 
charter provides that the Chief shall rec- 
ommend for duty to the Commissioner 
some man of his choice, and that the ap- 
pointment must be certified by the higher 
official before becoming operative. Carlet 
Croker did not hand Deputy Chief 
Ahearn’s name to Mr. Waldo before leav- 
ing yesterday, and at 7:80 e’clock last 
night the Commissioner realized suddenly 
that no one of his appointment was-in 
charge ofthe department. He issued an 
order immediately, directing Deputy Chief 
Lally of Brooklyn to be Acting Chief in 
Croker’s absence. Mr. Ahearn thereupon 
returned to his quarters in the Bronx. 

It was then that the gossip started. No 
one in the department seemed to know 
why Lally had replaced Ahearn, and in 
the absence of Croker to explain that he 
had nominated no one for the place, the 
‘mystification was not cleared up. Com- 
missioner Waldo was astonished when he 
learned that his order had occasioned any 
surprise. 

He explained how he had come to issue 
it and then detlared that he had been 


with Chief Croker up to within a few min-- 


utes of his departure. 

“Chief Croker and I are the best of 
friends personally, and we are working in 
perfect harmony for the good of the de- 
partment™ he said. 

Deputy Chief Ahearn is not as young 
@ man as Lally, who also is the ranking 
officer next to Chief Croker. 

The one reason for surprise in the whule 
affair, so a man high in the Fire De- 
partment said last night, was the word- 
ing of Commissioner Waldo’s order. It 
provides practically that hereafter in the 
absence of .Croker, Lally shall be in 
charge of the department without further 
orders. Chief Lally said last night that 
the order was very broad in this respect, 
but he should expect to receive a special 
order on every occasion when it became 
necessary for him to assume Croker’s 
place. 

“I do not know how long the Chisf 
will be away,’’ he said, ‘‘ but untii his re- 
turn I shall respond to all two-alarm 
fires, and, of course, al] larger ones in 
every borough.” 


PANIC. ON A SOUND STEAMER. 


The Manhanset Breaks a Propeller 
Shaft Off Greenport, L. 1. 


GREENPORT, L. I... May 18.—The 
steamer Manhanset, which runs between 
this place and New London, making sev- 
eral stops én route, was disabled in the 
Plum Cut this morning. She was towed 
back here and hauled out. No one was 
hurt. 

There was a considerable sea running 
outside when the steamboat left here this 
morning at 9 o’clock. Nearing Plum Cut, 
the sea increased, and the boat was roll- 
ing heavily, when, because of a defect in 
the outer reach of the shaft, the propelle~ 
dropped off. The engine kept on running, 
and the pounding threw the score or more 
of passengers into a panic. The boat be- 
gar to swing around into the trough of 
the waves and toroll. Engineer Case, at 
great risk to himself, reached the engine 
and shut off the steam. A call for aid 
was made and jin a few minutes several 
craft were laying by. 

The oyster seamer Larry Latham, Capt. 
Hand, and the steamboat Magician, Capt. 
Frank Mullin, came alongside and breught 
the Manhanset around and started to tow 
her back here. They brought her in 
without mishap, and the cargo was taken 
off and the steamboat hauled out for re- 
pairs at the yard of the Greenport Basin 
and Construction Company. Then it was 
found fhe shaft must have been cracked 
for 2 long time. 

The steamboat Wyandotte was made 
ready and took the place of the Manhan- 
set. The steamboat Montauk was fired 
up and this evening started for New 


York on the run usually made by the 
Wyandotte. 

This is the second accident to the Man- 
hanset in a year. Last Winter a cyligder- 
head blow out, catising @ big scarq but 
no Ohne {vas hurt. 


WILD PANIC AS BOAT SINKS. 


But Passengers Are All Rescued—Ves- 
se! Capsized on the Missouri. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 18.—Men, 
women and children, numbering 150, 
struggled and fought madly to-day to 
escape from the excursion steamer Uncle 
Sam, which struck a sandbar and cap- 
sized in the Missouri River, near Kansas 
City. Only the coolness of the crew ote

The accident occurred in midstream. The 
and, 


rapid current, encountered. the sandbar, 
which crushed in the entire right side of 
he boat. The boat filled rapidly, and the 
passengers became wildly panic stricken. 
The officers and crew were nearly swept 


,off their feet. 


The boat was headed for the bank, but 
before arriving it sank on one side, sub- 
merging half the deck. A few persone 
jumped overboard, but as the water was 
they were rescued. Officers of 
the Government steamer Missouri, seeing 
the plight of the Uncle Sam, rushed to 
the rescue. In less than,ten minutes after 


the boat sank every passenger was safely 
on shore. 

The steamer was 160 feet long and 32 
feet beam.

While Secretary to Gresser the Justice 
Raiséd Vouchers, So the Commis- 
sioner of Accounts* Reports. 





In terms which he cannot possibly mis- 
ufiderstand Mayor Gaynor yesterday per- 
emptorily ordered Frederick G. De Witt, 
District Attorney of Queens County, to 
see to ft that an indictment ts found 
against John M. Cragen, former secretary 
to Borough President Gresser and now 2 
Hunicipal Court Justice. 

The Mayor tells the District Attorney 
that he himself ig‘on trial] in the matter, 
and that failure to inditt may result in 
his displacement by a Deputy Attorney 
General. W. R. Hearst figures in the let- 
ter under a one-line mention, on account 
of. the fact that Cragen was elected on his 
Independence League ticket last Novem- 
ber. 

Cragen is accused in. a@ report from Com- 
missioner of Accounts Fosdick of having 
collected the sum of $50 for stamps 
twenty-one times from the city, while the 
amount spent each time was actually only 
$5. His defense when placed under oath 
was that the office boy and not he did it. 
An attempt to bribe one of Commissioner 
Fosdick’s men led to the discovery of the 
raised vouchers by which the fraud was 
accomplished. 

While the new sensation of the postage 
stamp steal was working its way through 
Queens last night many citizens were 
wondering why three expected’ and over- 
due indictments on matters already in- 
vestigated had failed to materialize. Dis- 
trict Attorney De Witt, when questioned, 
explained that the indictments were of a 
technical and complicated character, and 
the delay was due to the extreme care 
with which they were being drawn up. 
They were promised for this morning. 

Mayor Gaynor in presenting the Cragen 
case, together with his compliments to 
Mr. Hearst, wrote thus to Dist Attorney 
De Witt: 


Sir: I beg to inclose to you a report of 
Raymond R. Fosdick, Commissioner of Ac- 
counts, which concerns John M. Cragcu,- 
fornicriy secretary to the Borough President 
of Queens, and now a Municipal Justice 
there, having been elected on the Independ- 
ence Léague, or Hearst, ticket Jast Fall. 

Tn Rag A of his personal expenses, bg 
fied by him, he charged the city with $50 
worth of stamps twenty-one times, when the 
actual Amount in each case was only $5, 
and the Controller of the city paid the ex- 
cessive sums. 

In order to bring this about the vouchers 
for the.stamps were in. cach case forged by 
adding an additional ciph er to the number 
of stamps bought and also to the price paid 
therefor; in other words, in each case of 
the purchase of 250 stamps a cipher was 
added so as to make it appear 2,500, and 
in the same way a cipher was added to the 
$5, so as to make it $50. 

May I ask that this matter be laid before 
the Grand Jury at once? I have heretofore 
informed you that the Attorney General 
has called on me and desires to intervene 
in the County of Queens in these criminal 
matters against public officials unless you 
are entirely confident that you can cause 
their indictment and conviction, 

It is to little purpose that these officials’ 
derelictions are found out and exposed by 
the present city Governement unless the 
parties are prosecuted vigorously and con- 
victed. If any evidence be lacking it will 
no doubt be found by due diligence.

©n Thursday afternoon, May 12, 1910. a 
junior clerk attached to the staff of this 
office was approached by a stranger on the 
street, who offered him a sum of money if 
he would secure certain receipts fof postage 
stamps attached to several city vouchers in 
my posression. Upon examination . the 
vouchers, whose numbers had been gtven to 
the clerk, were found to be the monthiy ex- 
pense accounts of John E. Cragen, formerly 
private secretary to Borough President 
Gresser, and now Justice of the Third Dis- 
trict Municipal Court, Borough of Queens. 

The reeeipts attached to the vouchers were 
for the purchase of stamps from the Post- 
master of Long Island City. They bear the 
name of the Postmaster in printed form and 
the initial of the clerk meking the sale. The 
vouchers covering these al § way were 
eertified te by David Murphy. book- 
keeper, and Lawrence trecanh Borough 
President. 

The Post Office itn Long Island City 
adjoins Borough Hall. George Rippinger, 
the Postmaster. first became aware of 
the fact that something was wrong when 
he was subpoenaed before Commissioner 
Fosdick. As he knew of the vouchers 


only when they were in the sum of 55 

ach, he wasi\ not aware of the. stealing 
hat was being done through their use.

Massive Spanish Buildings, Ground to 
Pieces, Fall In Hail of Stone Upon 
Town—One Body Hurled a Mile.

HAVANA, May 18.—Two almost simul- 
taneous explosions of dynamite, supposed 
to amount to 3,000 pounds, completely de- 
molished the Rural Guard barracks in the 
City of Pinar del Rio this afternoon. At 
least a hundred persons were killed and 
nearly as many were wounded. 

Most of the dead were Rural Guards- 
men, but the entire families of several of 
the officers of the Rura] Guard, it is re- 
ported, were killed also, as well as. sev- 
eral employes of the Public Works De- 
purtment and residehts of the city, on 
which fell a deulge of masonry and débris 
from the blown-up building. 

It is not knOwn yet whether the explo- 
sion was the result of an accident or was 
due to an act of conspirators, but the 
former hypothesis is considered the more 
probabie. Several relief traing carrying 
surgeons, officers, and men of the Rural 
Guard and Government officials started 
this afternoon from Havana to the scene 
of the catastrophe, which ts 108 miles dis- 
tant. 

The names of the dead have not yet 
been reported, with the exception of Capt, 
Alfredo Ravena and Capt. Caspar Betan- 
court, of the garrison, and their families, 
who are reported to be buried under the 
ruins of the officers’ quarters adjacent 
to the barracks. 

The barracks was a massive building 
of Spanish construction, and occupied an 
eminence in the outskirts of the city to 
the north. During the late intervention 
it was the headquarters of Col. Parker's 
regiment, the Bleventh Cavalry. Adia- 
cent to the barracks was a long row of 
officers’ quarters. Recently the barracks 
was occupied by the Public Works De- 
partment, and four troops of Rural Cavs 
alry. In cohsequence of the alarm over 
race disturbances the Government ordered 
all deposits of dynamite in the vicinity 
in the possession of contractors for road 
construction and other public works to 
be removed to the barracks for safe 
keeping. This afternoon the work of re- 
moving the dynamite from the barracks 
for shipment to the Government maga- 
zines in Havana was begun by employes 
of the Public Works Department, assist- 
ed by Rural Guards. 

They wera engaged in loading cases of 
dyramite on wagons when a terrific ex- 
plosion occurred, instantly followed by 
another, strewing the central court im 
which the work was going on, with dead 
and wounded. The whole massive bar- 
racks building was destroyed, the adja- 
cent row of officers’ quarters was de- 
molished, and a hail of stone fel] upon 
the whole northern section of the city. 

Since the explosions occurred at & 
o'clock, a few seconds before the men 
would have quit work, it is generally be- 
lieved that the first resulted from the 
accidenta] fall of a box of dynamite which 
was being lifted into a wagon. It is im- 
possible, however, to determine absolute- 
ly the cause, for the reason that all in 
the immediate vicinity were blown to 
fragments. It is believed that the ma- 
jority of the wounded are residents of the 
town, as practically all within the bar- 
racks were instantly killed or buried in 
the ruins. ; 

The work of exhuming ‘the dead and 
searching for those who stil] may be alive 
is going on to-night, but is greatly re, 
tarded by the destruction of the electric 
light wires and the fear that a*quantity 
of unexploded dynamite remains in the 
ruins. 

According to reports received here the 
mangled remains of victims were found 


in the streets of the city a mile from the 
scene of the explosion. There is great 
anxiety in Havana owing to the fact that 
a large. number of the rural garrison at 
Pinar del Rio recently were sent from 
this city, where their . families reside. 
Gen. Monteagudo, commander of the 
Rural Guard, left to-night for Pinar del 
Rio with a strong force to render all pos- 
sible assistance:

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SUN SPOTS APPEAR; 
NOT DUE 10 COMET? 


One Probably 150,000 Miles in 
Diameter, St. Louis As- 
tronomer Reports. 








‘NEED OCCASION NO ALARM 





But Recurrence at This Time Is Ex- 
traordinary —»Observed Also in 
California and Oregon.

ST. LOUIS, May 18.—Extensive eun 
spots were discovered this afternoon ‘by 
the Rev. I. R. L. Hicks, the Rev. Martin 
S. Brennan, Professor of Astronomy at 
Kenrick Seminary, and other astronomers 
here. 

“Three awful groups,” is the way 
Father Brennan described them. They 
were unexpected, as the usual period of 
recurrence for sun spets is eleven and 
One-third years; and it has been only 
three years since the occurrence of the 
last spots. 

‘“‘In one of the groups,’ said Father 
Brennan, ‘‘J counted twenty-six spots. 
There is a large isolated one near the 
bottom of the sun. In the principal group 
one of the spots is the largest that I have 
ever seen. It is probably 150,000 miles 
across. 

“The recurrence of spots at this time 
is extraordinary, but there is nothing in 
it to cause uneasiness. It simply indi- 
cates unusual internal activity. 
is no possible connection 
comet and the sun spots. 
$0,060,000 miles away fromthe sun and 
could not possibly have any effect upon it. 

“It would require a body as large as | 
the earth falling into the sun to make! 
such a spot as the large one in the prin- 
cipal group.”’ 


VALLEJO, Cal., May 18.—Prof. T. J. J. 
See of the United States Naval Observa- 


tory at Mare Island reported to-night the 
following observation on sun spots: 

‘Great gun spots were noted at 4 P. M. 
to-day, (7 P. M., New York time,) The 
largest spot was ‘slightly northeast of the 
sun centré and was made up of three 
parts roughly joined together by bridging, 
such as characterizes complicated spots. 

“This seems to indicate that the dis- 
turbance is destined to last several days. 
It appears to be increasing in magnitude 
and to be of the vortex or whirlpool type, 
which often gives rise to disturbances of 
.9 earth’s magnetism. The sun spots 

| reach the sun’s central meridian in 
another day or two, and if any disturb- 
ance of the earth’s magnetism is to occur 
from this cause it is likely to come about 
Friday. 

‘* The spots now seen are not believed to 
have any connection with the comet. If 
any aurorae or electrical effects occur, 
we should probably ascribe them to the 
comet rather than to the spots on the 
sun 

“The largest spot observed at Mare 
Tsland was estimated to be 60,000 miles 
long and 30,000 miles wide.’’ 


PASADENA, Cal., May 18.—Dr. George 
E. Hate of the Carnegie 5407+ gga Blo on 
Mount Wilson, observed to-day a larg 
group of sun spots, approximately in the 
centre of the sun’s disk, a smaller group, 
apparently associated with the lar a 
group, and a single small spot on the e 
of the sun. Some of these spots were o 
served on May 14. 

Dr. Hale estimated the total length of 
the large group at about 100,000 miles. 
The penumbra, or shadowy rim of the 
spots, was found to contain three um- 
brae, or black areas, one of which was 
larger than the other two. The smaller 
group consists of one spot with two um- 
brae and sévera] smaller spots. 

Photographs were taken of the spots on 
May 14, and these showed the groups of 

spots near the eastern edge of the sun. 
Since then the larger spot has greatly in- 
creased in size. 

The spots are of the tornado type, that 
is, vortices or whirling volumes of in- 
tensely heated gases and metallic vapor. 
These are highly charged with electricity, 
which produces strong magnetic fields. 
These fields might disturb the magnetism 
of the earth; but Mr. Hale added that he 
did not think tie spots were responsible 
for recent seismie disturbances, 

” There is not the siightest reason, 
said, ‘‘to suppose that the sun spots have 
any connection with recent earthqualkcs 
or with the comet.

Prof. Jacoby of Columbia University, in 
discussing the sun spots reported ester- 
day from various observatories the 
West, said that they nught be due to the 
passage of the coinets head across the 
sun. 

“The spot observed by Father Bren- 
nan,’ he said, ‘‘is unusually large, but 
not the largest on record, if my memory 
serves me right. I shall be much inter- 
ested to hear the detailed reports from 
observatories which watch the sun. Co- 
lumbia does not, and we have no records 
of previous sun spots with their relation- 
ship to comets.”’ .

WATCHERS AT ALL HOTELS 


Throngs Gather on the Roofs in thse 
Hope of Seeing Phenomena— 
East Side Excited. 
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Speeding by the earth at a rate which 
would have carried it from this. cit¥ 
to Chicago in about thirty seconds and 
across the continent in just six - 8@¢- 
ends over a minute, Halley’s comet 
brushed the earth with its tong spreadizig 
tail last night, and few of the thousands 
of sky gazers who thronged Broadway, 
the hotel roofs, the Times tower, the 
river bridges, Riverside Drive, and the 
ferry boats were any the wiser. Thea 
earth is supposed to have entered the tail 
at a point 15,000,000 miles from the comet’s 
head at 10:50 P. M., and to have finished 
the transit of a million miles atiout 4 

‘clock this morning. The tail and the 
earth passed each other at a joint speed 
of forty-three miles a second. 

Glimpse of the Tail at 2:30 This 

Morning. 

Between 10:30 and 11:30 P. M. Miss Marv 
Proctor, the astronomer, and the other 
watchers on the top of Tur Times tower 
saw what appeared to be auroral flashes 
in the northeastern sky. Miss Proctor te- 
mained on watch all night, and at 2:30 
this morning, just after the moon had-set. 
discovered a band of IMsht 100 degrees in 
length stretching frém the horizon at the 
point of sunrise up through the great 
square of Pegasus and Aquarius ‘to 
Aquila, 

At its widest part, just beneath the tirst 
magnitude star, Altair, the width of the 
band was about ten degrees, and through- 
out its length it had a brilliance equal to 
that of the Milky Way, near which it ter- 
minated. The path of this band of Mght 
was very nearly that along which the 
comet was last seen and Miss Proctor was 
convinced that it was the outer boundary 
of the tail through which the earth was 
passing. The band of light was stil] there 
at 3 o’clock this morning, 

Other watchers who have seen the comet 
and its tail repeatedly during the last two 
weeks, confirmed Miss Proctor’s view. _ 


Unseen by Prof. Jacoby. 


Prof. Harold Jacoby, Rutherfurd Pre- 
fessor of Astronomy of Columbia Uni- 
versity. stood out on Riverside Drive from 
10:30 o’clock until midnight watching for 
phenomena. At midnight he concluded 
there would be none, and remarked: | 

‘The fact that the comet’s tail has not 
been visible at the time of its contact 
with the earth, which must now be chiefly 
past, is a vindication for the general balief 
of astronomers that the teil is so thin 
that its presence near us is undetectable 
The wonder of the comet then becomes 
why so thin and sinuous a body as its 
tail can be seen so brightly when off in 
distant gpace.”’ 

It seemed as if everybody was out to 
see what could be seen. The Times 
tower proved a vantage point from-which 
an excellent view of the northeastern sky 
could be had. Barly in the evening it 
was thronged with watchers, among them 
Miss Mary Proctor, who arrived shortiy 
before 10:15 o’clock, and instantly’ was 
surrounded by a group of eager inqutirers. 

Miss Proctor patiently explained for 
fifteen minutes what might be éxpected 
and what she hoped to see, and then there 
came what seemed to be the first meni- 
festation of the comet’s nearness to us. 
It was a light auroral glow and was ob- 
served at exactly 10:30 o’clock. It -ap- 
peared in the northeastern sky, dfrectly

** Perhaps there’ll be a chance for some 
One to figure out that matter next time it 
makes a visit, and then establish himself 
securely in fame by a prophecy as force- 
ful as that which links the name of this 
particular visitor with Halley. 

*“*Nobody can do it now, because he 
can’t compare photographs with the show- 
ing made in 1835. All that were made 

then were hand drawings, and after the 
hand drawings had been reproduced for 
publication in the rather poor astronomical 
periodicals of the period they lost much of 
their value for purposes of measurement. 

“All I can say is that from those draw- 
ings the comet does not look materially 
different in 1910 from what it did in 18335. 
And that brings up an interesting ques- 
tion about that tremendously long tail 
If the comet is shedding its core out into 
that filmy veil all the way through its 
journey it is hard to figure how it could 
last so long as it has, with its many 
periodic returns, never materially more 
inspiring than at present. 

“*‘As we figure from that, and other 
data about it, that it is perfectly proba- 
ble. comets grow tails only within this par- 
ieular solar system. A tailess comet off 
in space on the far end of its orbit is 
perfectly possible to imagine, When we 
first locate them they are only a blur. 
There is no tail, and =h2n the tail begins 
to grow, in2reasing constantly as the 
sun is approached. Maybe, then, the sun 
makes the tail by making the comet head 
boil with its heat, or driving the particles 

“off by the friction of its rays. 

“To-night the comet parties, except 
those-in the cafés, were disappointed. But 
to-morrow night they ought not to fare 
60 badly, and after that there should sure- 
ly be in the western sky each night after 
sunset a sight glorious enough to satisfy 
the most fastidious. I shall be keenly in- 
terested in observing what-the populace 
does when the comet in its real glory is 
finally revealed to them.” 


Gazers All On Roofs. 


The streets of New York, except for 
Riverside Drive and Grand Street, gave 
little evidence last night that a million 
or S80 sky-gazers here were taking a live- 


ly interest in the heavens. Had it not 
been for the frequent glances skyward 
of pedestrians and clusters of men and 
women here and there at corners, any 
one who happened to know nothing about 
the passage of the earth through the tail 
of the comet would have detected little 
of interest in the street throngs. 

The reason for this was es enough. 
There was no special place in the city 
where the view of the sky was much bet- 
ter than another, except, ef course, on 
the roof tops. The result was that most 
of-the consistent sky-gazers were not in 
the streets, but on the roofs of their 
apariment houses or hotels. 

Of course there was comet talk on every 
hand, in streets and hotels, street cars, 
and in the homes. Many had thought that 
Riverside Drive would ve crowded early 
with sky gazers. Some of the astronomers 
had suggested in the newspapers that the 
Drive would be an exceilent place to wit- 
ness any atmospheric phenomena which 
night occur, But the Drive through most 
of its 'ength was far from crowded. 
About 9:16 o’clock the sky gazers on the 

Drive were put to rout by a sprinkle of 
rain, It wasn't much, but dark clouds 
jhad obscured ihe stars over New Jersey 
way, and it looked as though a real rain 
storm were coming. In a few minutes 
the Drive was almest deserted. But the 
patter of rain soon passed, and a few of 
‘the sky gazers returned to wait for the 
“crucial hour,’ as some of them chose to 
call it. 

in the vicinity of Grant's Tomb 
of the benches were occupied, after the 
eprink!e of rain, until midnight. The 
watchers there were not disappointed, for 
most of them had not expected to sce 
anything except an average Spring star- 
light night. Central Park also was visited 
during the evening by hundreds of sky 
gazers. 

In the early hours of this morning hun- 
creds of men and women who had attend- 
ed comet parties were to be seen on their 
“way home, still casting furtive glances 
at the sky as though half expecting to 
see something unusual before they re- 
tired. 

The lower east side was 
liveliest section of the 
Grand Street, especially, there was a 
throng of excitable foreigners, chatting 
about the comet in their native tongues 
and gazing at the sky. 

Late Im the evening some small boys 
climbed to the roof of 401 Grand Street 
and sent up a toy balloon with a red light 
attached. It shot skyward and began 
drifting eastward at a ranid rate. 

** There is the comet! ’’ some one in the 
street shouted, and in an instant hundreds 
had taken up the ery, and were eagerly 
pointing to the speck of light drifting 
across the sky. On the Williamsburg 
Bridge some 20,000 people had gathered 
to watch fcr whatever phenomena there 
might be. The bridge crowd soon caught 
sight of the balloon, and across the bridge 
ran the shout: 

“There is the comet, look!” They 
were still looking and pointing when the 
toy balloon passed on out of sight.

by ‘the explosion caused the watchers to 
think that the crack of doom had really 
arrived, and there was much excitement 
for a few moments. 

Several women. screamed as the blinding 
flash lit up the roof, but their fears were 
quickly appeased when the cause of the 
sudden flash was made known. 

The sun parlor on the roof of the Wal- 
dorf presented,a strange scene at mid- 
night. While the throng of watchers out- 
side were being supplemented by the after- 
theatre crowds, attention was directed 
to the cozy fnterior of the sun parlor, 
for there, unmindful of what might ha 
pen, were women playing bridge. Six 
tables were filled, and the players con- 
ae their game until long after mid- 





night. 

The roof was illuminated by electric 
torquiers, and t chairs were used for 
the accommodation of the guests, among 
whom were Mr. and Mrs. A. J. Drexel, 
ir., who recently returned from their 
| honeymoon trip; Sir Herbert and Miss 
| Marshall, Mr. and Mrs. Henry Watterson, 
; Baron von Bleichroder, Joseph Cannon, 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
and many others: 

A huge telescope was operated in the 
centre of the roof, and there the watch- 
ers stood in line to get a peep at any- 
pee 4 that the starry firmament had to 
offer. 

The throng was considerably increased 
when 200 members of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers, with their wives, 
came up after their dinner. “ Uncle Joe” 
Cannon, with a big black cigar between 
his lips, seemed to enjoy the scene. 
A large telescope swept the sky from 
the roof of the Hotel Manhattan, and 
scores of guests and patrons of the hotel 
assembled on the roof before 11 o'clock. 
A number of comet dinner parties were 
given here, and, at midnight the hotel was 
pragtically deserted, for eyerybody was 
on the roof. 

There were throngs. on the. roof of the 
Astor and Knickerbocker by 11 o'clock, 
and folks who supped after the theatre 
made a rush to get there before the stroke 
of 12. Four express elevators were taxed 
{to their utmost at the Astor between 11 
and 12 o’clock, and all sorts of glasses 
were brought into use. ’ 
The exodus to the roof of the Plaza be- 
gan about 10 o’clock, and when the 
watchers were not scanning the sky they 
were inspectihg the wireless telegraph 
station. ’ 

It was generally agreed by the watchers 
on the roof of the St. Regis and Gotham 
that the earth was passing through the 
comet’s tail without any visible fuss. 
There was a large gathering atop the 
St. Regis, and over at the Gothant the 
roof was turned into a sort of. night 
camp, with wigwams and tepees, which 
added to the picturesque setting of the 
roof. 

The Netherland and Savoy had their 
quota of watchers on the roof, and scores 
of watchers enjoyed t occasion on the 
roofs: of the Majestic and Ansonia up- 
town. A meteor luncheon was served on 
the roof of the Wolcott, and many cosy 
corners were fitted up beforehand, with 
soft pillows, easy chairs, and couches, 
which were placed in convenient angles 
for the watch parties. 

There was a mérry party atop the Hoff- 
man House after 11 o’clock. he Holland 
House had its\share of watchers, and the 
elevators: at the Belmont raced up and 
down for the accommodation of the 
watchers. 

The comet received attention at several 
of the theatres last night, when it was 
mentioned in some way or other. by  sing- 
ers in the musical shows. De Wolf_Hop- 
per called attention to the projected root 
parties in Ris usual curtain speech, and 
acknowledged that he and his associates 
intended to go on the roof themselves. At 
the Astor Theatre the house staff, their 
friends, and several of the actors from 
‘Seven Days ’’ went to the roof of the 
theatre after the performance and scanned 
the heavens with opera glasses. 


NO RESULTS AT YERKES. 


Aurora Lights Seen, but They Are At- 
tributed to the New Sun Spots. 


“Special to The New York Times. 

YERKES OBSERVATORY, WILL- 
TAMS BAY, Wis., Thursday, May 19.— 
‘‘We have passed through the comet's 
tail and we are no wiser than we were 
before.’’ ‘ 

Prof. Frost, -head of Yerkes Observa- 
tory, thus summarized the results of the 
night’s-.observations at 1 o’clock this 
morning. 


‘The net result,’’ he added, ‘‘is an in- 
finitesimal quantity of hydrocarbons ab- 
sorbed by the earth’s atmosphere from 
the comet’s tail. That will sift down 
gradually to the ground, but the amount 
is too small to be noticed.’’ 

‘* No result,’’ was the. report turned in 
by each of the observers in the different 
laboratories and observatories. 

“T’ve quit,’’ said Prof. S. A. Mitchell of 
Columbia University at 12:30 A. M. “We 
are more than half way through now, 
and if anything were going ‘to happen it 
would have happened: by now.’’ 

A brilliant dispiay.of auroras, followed 
by the passage of several meteors, led to 
the belief by amateur observers that posi- 
tive effects of the comet’s tail were about 
to be shown. 

‘There will: be: little to tell about this 
night,”’ said Prof. $8 W. Burnham, Dean 
of the Yerkes Observatory staff. ‘‘ These 
auroras and meteors dare an unfortunate 
occurrence to-night. They will make peo- 
ple think the comet is responsible for 
them.”’ 

At midnight the auroras and meteors 
instead of increasing had ceased alto- 
gether to appear. 

Frederick Slocum, solar phofosrspncr 
of the observatory, appeared on the bal- 
cony of the dome and:took a last look. 

“The auroras have stopped,” he said. 
“They probably had something to. do 
with sun spots although those photo- 
graphed yesterday were in no way re- 
markable.”’ 

The work of preparation has been go- 
im on at the big observatory on Lake 
Geneva for months. ' The capacity of the 
observatory for recording phenomena has 
been doubled. Nearly 100 instruments 
were in operation during the transit. 

Trees about the grounds of Yerkes Ob- 
servatory were felled ruthlessly to-day to 
give the watchers a clean sweep of the 
horizon. The astronomers, led Prof. 
E. B. Frost; put the last touches on the 
work of preparation for observing the 
effect on the earth’s atmosphere of the 
passage through the comet’s tail, 

As the earth passed through the tail of 
Halley’s comet the astronomers obtained 
photographs and accurate records of me- 
teorite phenomena and varying heavenly 
illumination under atmospheric conditions 
nearly perfect for work with camera and 
telescope. The pictures and data are said 
to be of unusual value, and may develop 
scientific information and theories of un- 
expected importance. Prof. Edward E. 
Barnard, an authority on comets, was 
much pleased with the result of his ob- 
servations, which have extended over 
forty-eight hours almost without inter- 
ruption. 

A painstaking search was made through 
the tail of the comet for spots where illu- 
mination might be lacking. Such lack of 
illumination, it was said, might aid great- 
ly in determining the nature of the glow 
‘hat followed the comet’s head. 

“The passing of the comet,’’ ‘said Prof. 
Barnard. ‘will greatly enrich science. 
~ consider the negative phenomena ob- 
served to-night of as great value to 
science as positive phenomena.”’ 

According to first computations, from 
observations made here, the earth entered 
the million-mile breadth of tail at a com- 
bined speed of earth and tail of slightly 
more than forty-six miles a second. At this 
rate, the assembled scientists agreed that 
the passage would occupy a little more 
than five hours. 

Sixteen cameras, especially constructed 
for photographing the sky, and fourteen 
telesc pes were trained from, this point 
on the passage. of the comet’s tail. 

The party at the observatory included 
the following: Prof. Mitchell of 
Columbia University, Prof. Edwin B. 
Frost, Prof. Sherburne W. urnham, 
Prof. Edward E. Barnard, Prof. John A. 
Parkhurst, Prof. S8. . Barrett, Prof. 
Frederick Slocum, Oliver J. Lee, and Mary 
I.. Calvert. These were assisted in their 
observations by seven student members of 
the Yerkes Observatory staff. | 

The battery of cameras covered every 
visible foot of sky, and hundreds of plates 
were exposed. A number of the cameras 
were fixed on an axis, revolving with 
extreme slowness, with lenses constantly 
on the comet’s tail.

LONDON, Thursday, May 19.—At 3 
o'clock this morning a thick haze over- 
spreads the sky, and the chances of 
observation of Halley’s comet in the 
London district are extremely slim. Up 
to the present, at any rate, London is 
unconscious of any contact with the 
much-talked-of tail. 

Sir Robert Ball telegraphed from 
Cambridge observatory last night to 
The Daily Mail as follows: 

“The passage of Halley’s comet 
across the sun takes place to-morrow 
(Thiirsday) morning between 3:30 and 
4:30, (10:30 to 11:30 P. M. Wednesday, 
New York time.) During that time the 
tail of the comet will be turned in the 
direction of the earth, and we may 
pass through it, but it is very doubt- 
ful if any unusual phenomenon will be 
noticed.”’ 

At Greenwich Observatory it was 
stated yesterday that the comet would 
be still approaching the earth at 3:30 
this (Thursday) morning, at about 
which hour it would be passing between 
the earth and the sun. It would not 
reach its nearest point to the earth 
till some hours later. The.tail has a 
certain amount of curvature, and the 
direction varies, so that it cannot be 
stated whether the tail of the comet 
will pass across the earth earlier or 
later than the time of its nearest ap- 
proach. 

Laymen who thought of staying up 
till 4 o’clock this morning in order to 
observe what would happen when the 
earth passes through the comet’s tail 
were warned that they would be un- 
likely to be rewarded even to the 
slight extent of seeing a faint luminos- 
ity in the sky, in England at any rate. 

Greenwich Observatory will look out 
for traces of luminosity due to the tail 
of the comet and for meteors or shoot- 
ing stars, but the theories as to the 
comet’s tail which are held there do 
not lead the astronomers to expect 
that there will be any of the latter. 

Walter Maunder, telephoning from 
Greenwich Observatory at midnight, 
said the outlook for observing the 
comet was unfavorable, for the sky 
was hazy and the upper atmosphere 
misty. 

British astronomers will probably 
have their best chance of observing the 
comet next Saturday evening.

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FINE PHOTOGRAPHS OBTAINED. 


One, Taken in India, Shows Evidence ) 


of Disturbance in Comet.

LONDON, Thursday, May 19.—The 
Times states that a serieS of splendid 
photographs of Halley’s comet was ob- 
tained with a Reynolds reflecting tele- 
scope at the Helnan Observatory in 
Egypt, and the photographs have been 
sent to the Royal Astronomical So- 
ciety. They quite recall the illustra- 
tions of the great comet of 1811, which 
appear in so many textbooks, there be- 
ing a vividly bright nucleus enveloped 
in a tail of parabolic outline. 

Mr. Evershed obtained a beautiful 
photograph of the comet on April 22 
with a nine-inch reflector at the Kodai- 
kanal Observatory in Madras. This 
strongly resembles some of the ‘photo- 
graphs of Morehouse’s comet obtained 
in the Autumn of 1908. The nucleus 
is surrounded by a parabolic envelope, 
while from it radiate a number of 
streamers inthe form of a fan. 

These show evidence of strong dis- 
turbing action, several of them being 
bent, and one, in particular, - lying 
athwart the others and having two re- 
markable bends in it suggestive of,some 
violent disruption, These features do 
not seem to have been so easy to see 
as to tes oe a sketch made in 
Mexico on April 20 merely showing 
what Hinks described as a hairpin form 
of tai: enveloping the nucleus and re- 
ceding from it in two streamers with 
a dark space between., There was no 


trace of the complicated structure re- 
vealed by the photograph. 


350 ASTRONOMERS KEEP VIGIL. 


And 1,000 Telescopes Scan Heavens 
from Our Many Observatories.

YERKES OBSERVATORY, Williams 
Bay, Wis., May 18.—Some 350 astrono- 
mers kept an all-night vigil to-night 
throughout the United Statés and over 
1,000 telescopes were directed at the sky 
from the Government and university ob- 
servatories, without taking into account 
the thousands of unofficial observers 
who watched for the tail of the comet 
during the hours of darkness. There are 
107 observatories in the United States, 
which are recognized by the international 


registry, and 318 astronomers are on 
their official staffs. 

The United: States leads the world in 
the number of its observatories. Its 
nearest competitor is England, with 3 
recognized. observatories, Germany las 
52, and France 51. On this continent 
Harvard University leads with an ob- 
servatory staff of 44. The United States 
Naval Observatory at Washington is sec- 
ond with a staff of 25 astronomers. Lick

Tacubaya in Mexico, which has a staf 
of 14, and operates 12 principal instru- 
ments. 

Among women’s colleges in this country 
the Wellesley observatory ranks first with 
a staff of four astronmers and nine ma- 
jor instruments. Smith, Mount Holyoke, 
and Vassar have each three instructors in 
astronomy. 

Four special expeditions for the ob- 
servation of the transit of the comet 
across the sun’s disk are in the South 
Sea Islands. The principal astronomical 
camp is that of Prof. Ferdinand Elliman 
on Diamond Head in the harbor of Hono- 
lulu. Prof, Elliman is also a member of 
the staff of the Carnegie Solar observa- 
tory at Mount Wilson. His apparatus 
consists of a six-photographic telescope, 
a small refractor, and spectroscopic in- 


stuments. 

Prof. H. C. Lord of the Ohio State 
University is established on the south- 
west slope of the island of Hawali. Prof. 
Lord is accompanied by Prof. E. F. 
Coddington of the Ohio institution. The 
espemt on is specially equipped with port- 
able dark rooms and photographic ap- 
paratus. | 

Francis McLean of the McLean Ob- 
servatory of Tunbridge Wells, England, 
is established with a corps of assistants 
in Tasmania. The McLean expedition is 
privately financed, with a view to the 
establishment of a permanent observatory 
in the South Seas, 

Prof. Milan Stefanik of the Observatory 
of Meudon, Paris, France, is in charge 
of an astronomical camp in Tahiti. The 
Stefanik expedition was sent out by the 
French Government, and is the only Gov- 
ernment expedition in the field for the 
observation of the transit.

Blanche Covington made up her mind 











that there was no escape from the comet 
and that it would kill everybody in Chi- 


| cdgo. She had difficulty in convincing her 


friends, but this did not change her own 
opinion. Dreading the suffering that she 
might have to undergo she locked herself 
in a room and turned on the gas. Mrs. 
Marie Welch called a policeman, and with 
his aid Miss Covington was rescued. 

Fear of the comet is believed to have 
driven Mrs. Sophia Houge, 90 years old, 
insane. She committed suicide to-day by 
inhaling illuminating gas. 

Samuel Popowski declared that the tail 
of the comet was striking him all the 
time, and that it was beating him into 
shreds. City Physician Baldwin pro- 
nounced him insane. 

Brooding over the comet brought on an 
attack of religious frenzy in a woman 
living on the northwest side of the city 
yesterday afternoon, She was on her 
way downtown in a street car, when she 
suddenly rose to her feet, shouting and 
gesticulating wildly. 

‘‘Glory, glory,. glory!’’ she cried. ‘ Get 
down on your knees, you sinners, and 
pray the Lord to forgive you, for this is 
the end: of-the world.” 

Then she’sought to force men-and wo- 
men in the car to get. down on the floor 
and pray.\ A policeman was called, and 
the woman was taken to the station, 
where she was unable to give her name:

Heavy Rain Did Not Drive Them Away 
—Roosevelt to Ride at Funeral 
with Pichon. 





LONDON, May 18.—Thousands of per- 
sons, marching in double file on either 
side of the catafalque on which resis the 
eoffin of King Fdadward VII., passed 
through Westminster Hall to-day, and 
when the doors wefe closed at 10 o’clock 
to-night there were seemingly miles of 
people.still in line. 

It was the greatest crowd ever formed 
in line in this city, and the people waited 
patiently under oppressive atmospheric 
conditions to-pay a tribute to the memory 
of King Edward. The queye, six and 
eight abreast, extended this afternoon 


the hall, through the adjacent streets. 

The sun shone brightly ‘this morning, 
after a night of rain, but, with little air 
stirring, the heat was excessive. Many 
persons, men as well as women, fainted 
from exhaustion, and ambulance attend- 
ants were busy all along the line. 

The doors of the hall were opened at 6 


A. M. - By noon the total number who 
had passed the bier, including those who 
obtained entrance yesterday, had exceed- 
ed 100,000. 

The police, with some tact and much pa- 
tience, maintained order and kept the 
thousands moving steadily. The mourn- 
erg entered at one end of the hall, double 
rows passing on .either side of the cata- 
falque, and emerging at the opposite end 
of the building. 

When the doors were closed at 10 o’clock 
last night 53,000 persons had viewed the 
easket, while perhaps half that number 
were still waiting in the adjacent streets. 
At Tl P. M.. a new’ queue was formed, and 
midnight found the waiting throng swol- 
len by many thousands. These kept a 
night-long vigil, which they did not aban- 
don despite a heavy fall of rain. It was a 
strangely cosmopolitan’ throng. Every 
land and every color was represented. 
There was no class distinction. The la- 
borer in corduroys touched elbows with 
the frock-coated West Ender. In to-day's 
files women appeared to prodiminate. 

Throughout the afternoon Victoria Sta- 
tion was the scene of a constant stream 
of foreign representatives arriving for the 
funeral. King Albert of Belgium and King 
Manuel of Portugal were met by King 
George and his eldest son, the Duke of 
Cornwall. Other arrivals included the 
Duke of Aosta, representing King Victor 
Emmanuel; M. Pichon, the French Min- 
ister. of Foreign Affairs, representing 
President Falliéres; Czar Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria, the Crown Prince of Roumania, 
the.Crown Prince of Servia, Prince Henry 
of the Netherlands, Prince Charles of 
Sweden, the Chinese Mission, headed by 
Prince Tsai-Tao, brother of the Prince 
Regent, and 
Gérman principalities. 

Most of. these visitors went to Westmin-

NANKING SITUATION SERIOUS. 


American Warship to be Held in Readi- 
ness—Pessimism at Peking. 


WASHINGTON, May 18—United States 
Minister Calhoun at Peking reports a seri- 
ous situation at Nanking. In a telegram 
to the State Department he says that the 
Consulate at Nanking advises the legation 


that there are disquieting anti-foreign and 
anti-dynastic rumors, not. unlike .those 
that preceded the Boxer outbreak. 

The consular body at Nanking has pre- 
sented a memorandum to the Viceroy call- 
ing his attention to the serious conditions 
and emphasizing the importance of imme- 
diate measures to stop the anti-foreign 
movement. 

The Minister has telegraphed to Rear 
Admiral Hubbard, now in Chinese waters, 
to hold a warship in readiness to proceed 
to Nanking in case of necessity. 

Mr. Calhoun adds that the crop outlook 
is not good and that there is a great deal 
of pessimism at Peking. 

Charges are in circulation in China’ that 
Chinese immigrants arriving at San Fran- 
cisco are harshly treated by the American 
authorities.. Uniteqd States Vice Consul 
Myers at Canton in a cablegram to-day 
said an organization calling itself the 
Ni as me Society made the allega- 

ons. 

The State Department unqualifiedly de- 
clares that the charges are baseless, and 
has cabled Mr. Myers to that effect. The 
statement of ill-treatment is believed: to 
have been made in order to prejudice the 
Chinese against the United States.

TOKIO, <Aprtl 23.—-One of the most 
extraordinary records of lingering, yet 
inevitable and heroic, death has just come 
into the possession of the Japanese Navy 
Department. It is the record kept by 
Lieut. Sakuma after the fatal sinking of 
his submarine with himself and fourteen 


on Friday morning, April 15. 

The uianuscript was found in the con- 
ning tower of the submarine when it was 
raised a few days later by a wrecking 
party sent out from the cruiser Toyo- 
hashi. It is 2 sailor’s log of rapidly ap- 
proaching death. It opens with an entry 
made shortly after the total immersion 
at 10 A. M., 
apologizes to his Emperor, and ends 2 
hours and 40 minutes later with the 
words: “It is now 12:40 P. M.” 

The first news of the disaster reached 
Tokio on the evening of April 16, but in 
the pavers of the next morning only the 
barest facts were published. 

In the papers of the 20th.a partial re- 
port was printed. This report is interest- 
ing in the light of further developments, 
as it contains a fragment of Lieut. Saku- 
ma’s remarkable log which inspired a 
complete ‘‘ fake’ record from the pen of 
a London journalist to whose paper the 
bare facts had been telegraphed.

Words of apology fail me for having sunk 
his Majesty’s Submarine No. 6 My. sub- 
ordinates are kilicd by my fault, but it is 
with pride that I inform you that the crew 
to.a man have discharged their duties as 
sailors should with the utmost coolness until 
their dying moments. 

We now sacrifice our lives for the sake of 
Our country, but my fear is that the dis- 


aster will affect the future development of 
submarines. It is therefore my hope that 
nothing will daunt your determination to 
study the submarine until it is a perfect 
machine, absolutely reliable. We can then 
die without regret. 

It was while making a gasoline dive that 
the boat sank lower than was intended, and 
in our attempt to close the sluice the chain 
broke. We endeavored to gtop the inrush of 
water with our hands, but too late, the 
water entered at the rear and the boat 
sank at an incline of 25 degrees. 

When it touched bottom it was at an 
angle of 13 degrees. The current submerged 
the electric generator, put out the light, and 
the electric wires wer? burned. 

In a few minutes bad gas was generated, 
making it difficult for us to breathe. 

It was at‘10 A. M, on the 15th inst. that 
the boat sank. Surrounded by poisonous gas 
the crew strove to pump out the water. 

As soon as the boat sank the water in thc 
main ‘tank was being pumriped out. Ths 
electric light Was ‘extinguished and the 
gauge was invisible, but it seems the water 
in the main tank was completely pumped 
out 


The electric current has now become use- 

less, gas cannot be generated, and the hand 
pump -is our only hope. The vessel is ip

Negress, So Miller Testifies, Was Said 
by Her Companion to Have Been in the 
Slave Dealing Business Nine Years. 





George A. Miller, the special agent of 
the District -Attorney’s office who pur- 


/ | chaséd two girls for $120, told the story 


of the “‘sale’’ yesterday in the trial of 
Belle Moore, the mulatto charged with 
‘knowingly receiving money for and on 


account. of- procuring and placing women 


in the custody of another person for im- 
moral’ purposes.” So sluggish was the 
process of selecting a jury and so pro- 
tracted the cross-examination, that last 
evening Miller was still upon the stand, 
and the two college women who aided in 
the investigation had not yet been called. 
V:iller made frequent reference, however, 
to one of them, the Radcliffe graduate, 
who posed throughout as ‘ Frankie 
Fuller.”’ 

Belle Moore’s is the first real trial of 
the “white slave’ investigation. Harry 


Levirson, the east side ‘‘ salesman,’’ has 
pleaded guilty, and Alec Anderson, the 
Moore woman’s assistant, is yet to be 
tried. Assistant District Attorney Press 
is trying the case, but. from its opening 
yesterday morning Mr. Whitman himself 
was not far from Mr. Press’s elbow, and 
Assistant District Attorney Reynolds 
joined them in the discussion over each 
talesman. 

Belle Moore is a very light mulatto, 
probably not more than 35, with a thin, 
rather acrid face. She has an appear- 
ance of great intelligence, and is not un- 
suggestive of Cassie in ‘‘ Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin.’’ Her hat was an amazing thing 
of peonies and pampas grass. Her coun- 
sel, Lawyer Karlin, bobbing up from a 
recent illnesse to try the case, made fre- 
quent reference in his examination. of 
talesmen to George Kibbe Turner, to the 
‘‘cheerful presence of Mr. Whitman,” 
and to the “ hysteria and clamor’”’ with 
which the trial had been heralded. 

“If you were to gather from the evi- 
dence,”’ he began, ‘“‘ that the State agents 
for four weeks conducted a series of de- 
bauches and orgies—’’ 

Here the court squelched Mr. Karlin, 
and the filling of thé~jury box proceeded. 

Miller, the first witness, gave his home 
as Seattle, and said that for years he 
had been employed by the Federal Gov- 
ernment as an investigator. Employed 
by Mr. Whitman on Feb. 23, he took the 
name of *‘ Dick Morris” and a room at 
the Hotel Albany, whence he circulated 
in the Tenderloin. It was through the 
good offices of Alec Anderson, whom 
he met in a West Thirty-first Street res- 
taurant, that he was first taken in April 
to Belle Moore’s flat in West Forty-first 
Street. He was introduced and Anderson 
explained that he (‘‘ Morris’’) wanted to 
take to Seattle some girls who would be 
under 18 and light weight. 

‘‘ Leave it-to Belle,’’ the negro assured 
him. ‘*‘ She’sS been in the business nine 
years. I broke her in myself.” 

‘‘ Bring me your woman partner and 
let me talk to her,’ was the womans 
direction. : 

Miller said that on this occasion he 
saw in the woman’s possession an eleven- 
year-old girl, named Helen Hastings. 
Judge Crain would not allow questioning 
on this point. He then described a series 
of visits, the second in the company 
of ‘* Frankie Fuller,’’ whom he introduced 
as the manager of his Seattle houses, in 
accordance with their joint instructions 
from. Mr: Reynolds, After several false 
alarms and rejections word came by 
telephone’ that Belle Moore had found 
just what they wanted. 

The girls she showed them were Alice’ 
Milton and Belle Woods. They had 
been found in a near-by. resort, it was 
intimated. Taking with him a woman 
named Amy Jackson as a witness, the 
final terms were made. The Moore wo- 
man, Miller says, spoke of having worked 
very hard to suit their exacting taste. 
and wanted $75 for each girl. They paid 
$120 down on April 27 and were instruct- 
ed to send the rest by registered mail, 
general delivery. 

Counsel for the defense went into the 
cross-examination with zest, trying to 
show that the proceeds of the ‘ white 
slave” investigation were pretty paltry 
for the fun the agents had had in the 
process and the money they scattered as 
they went. 

**I mean to show that Miller and not

Dentist Names His Counsel in a. Suit 
. for Divorce. ° hata 


Dr. William Turk, a dentist. of 122. East 
Ninety-third Street, began proceedings in 
the Supreme Court yesterday for a divorce 
from his wife, from whom he has _ been 
separated for four years, naming his one- 
time friend, political. co-worker, and at- 
torney in thé separation proceedings, Ru- 
ben R. Cohen,-a lawyer. of 1382 Nassau 
Street, as co-respondent. .Turk’s wife is 
in the chorus at the Hippodrome, and 
goes under the stage name of Belle Arden. 
Her maiden name was Belle Gutherie. 

The Turks were married nine years ago. 
At that time Turk was prominent in Re- 
publican politics and a captain in the 
Twenty-ninth Republican district.. His 
bosom companion was Cohen. About six 
years ago Cohen had an ambition to be 
nominated for. the Assembly from his dis- 
trict, and Turk worked. hard to gratify 
his ambition. The nomination; however, 
went to Frederick Perrin. : 

When the Turks decided to . separate 
Turk retained Cohen, who had become an 
attorney. An agreement was reached by 
which Turk was to pay his wife a week. 
She was to have possession of their enly 
child, a girl, but when Turk discovered 
that his wife had become connected with 
a burlesque show, dnd had put the child 
under the ‘care of a negro woman, he 
had the case reopened, and the court de- 
cided that $3 a week was all he need pay. 

Turk received information, “he said yes- 
terday, several weeks ago that his wife 
and Cohen were living together in a flat 
in East 109th Street. He engaged de- 
tectives and got information. which, he 
said, bore out his suspicions. On Tues- 
day morning, in company with his daugh- 
ter and his lawyer, Victor Deutsch, he 
went to the Hippodrome, and a clerk 
served papers on Mrs. Turk for absolute 
divorce. Mrs. Turk took the papers and 
told her husband that she would not con- 
test the suit. 

‘‘T have known Cohen for about eleven 
years,’ said Turk yesterday. ‘“‘At one 
time we were close friends, and I helped 
him ina political way. I have consulted 
with my lawyer regarding the advisability 
of bringing charges against Cohen before 
the Bar Association.’’ 


CLUBBER MUST PAY $2,000. 


Verdict Against a Policeman Obtained 
by a Negro He Assaulted. 








Joseph J. Charles, a negro, won a ver- 
dict. for $2,000 for assault yesterday in 
the City Court against Patrolman Daniel 
Nihill of the East Twenty-second Street 
Police Station. Charles was badly clubbed 
in the Fall of 1907, sustaining severe scalp 
wounds. 

“This is an eminently proper verdict,” 
said City Court Judge Green from the 
bench. ‘‘ The police must be taught that 
they are obliged to obey the law.”’ 
_Inspector George McClusky was a wit- 
ness for Nihill. He testified that the 
patrolman had been ordered to prevent 
persons from entering the premises 141 
West Twenty-seventh Street, 

Charles testified that on the night in 
question he went to the address, which 
was his residence, and was prevented by 
Patrolman Nihill from entering. Charles 
complained to the Lieutenant in the Ten- 
derioin Station. who told him to go back 
and tell the policeman to call up and re- 
ceive instructions over ‘the telephone. Ni- 
hill paid no attention to this message, 
Charles said, and when a crowd began 
to coliect made a savage assault on him 
with a nightstick. ? 

The poiice practice of stationing a po- 
liceman to prevent .versons from enter- 
ing alleged gambting houses and other 
resorts was sever2ly ondemned by Mayor 
Gaynor in his campaign for the Mayor- 
alty, and was abolished after he took 
office. 


ARRESTED ON THE LUSITANIA. 


Man There to Tell of a Dynamite Plot 
by Anarchists—in Bellevue. 


An excited Englishman with a message 
of watning to the skipper of the big Cu- 
nard liner Lusitania caused mild excite- 
ment on the liner when he was arrested 
yesterday on the deck a few minutes be- 
fore the voyage to Liverpool began. 
.The man was taken to Jefferson Market 
Court, where he said he was William 
Halliwell, recently of South Africa. He 
was committed to Bellevue for observa- 
tion as to his sanity. The message which 
he wanted to deliver was ‘‘to warn the 
officers that three Anarchists are in 
the steerage, and the vessel will never 
reach the other side.”’ 

Halliwell first appeared on the vessel at 
6:30 o’clock yesterday morning. A com- 
motion was naised when he tried to get 
on.board without a ticket. After some 
difficulty Pier Supt. Roberts quieted him 
and he went away. 

A few hours later he was seen by De- 
tectives Leeson and Aikman in the crowd 
on the main stairway in the first cabin. 
He was followed on deck and then quietly 
told that he was wanted on shore. He in- 
sisted upon being allowed to sail free as 
a holder of the Victoria Cross. He also 
said that it was best for him to: sail as 
he knew three Anarchists were going to 
blow up the great liner. 

In court Halliwell said: 

‘‘T was in the Boer war, and T got the 
Victoria Cross for bravery. When I got to 
this country several Anarchists found out 
T was able to forestall’ them -and wanted 
me to join them. This morning I had a 
premonition that some of these men were 
on hoard. :the Lusitania and that’ they 
would: sink the vessel. I was trying to 
warn the officers when they stopped me.”’

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The next time Charles H. Tiffany feels 
Mike taking a sleeping powder he will look 


sleep inducer, he says. Mr. Tiffany, who 
is traffic manager for the West Virginia 
Pulp and Paper Company, at 200 Fifth 
Avenue, says he took such a powder on 
Tuesday> night, and that it cost him 
the temporary loss of a gold watch 
and chain worth §200, also got him 


into difficulty with a negro woman some 
6 feet in height,-and put him to the in- 
convenience of having to appear in court 
yesterday morning. He says also that the 
next time he starts prowling around town 
late at night he will choose some place 
other than the so-called ‘‘ black belt’’ 
along Sixth Avenue, below Greeley Square. 
He doesn’t like the locality. 

Mr. Tiffany, who is a bachelor and-lives 
at 43.Washington Square South, is of an in- 
quiring frame of mind. He has visited most 
every part of the city by night and by 
day. But the “black belt,’ he says, was 
not a familiar place to him. In fact, he 
didn't know there was a ‘black belt” 
north of the Mason and Dixon line until 
his experience with the six-footer. And 
even now, says Mr..Tiffany; he only has 
a hazy recollection of how that part of 
the town looks at night or what happened 
to him there. 

For several days, says Mr. Tiffany; he 
had been suffering from a cold... He was 
unable to sleep well at night. Some one 
suggested a sleeping powder, so he took 
one early Tuesday evening and went to 
bed, but still he couldn’t sleep. After a 
while he got up and dressed and started 
prowling. 

Mr. Tiffany called at Police Headquar- 
ters about 1:30 o’clock in the morning and 
reported that he had been robbed. He 
told the police that he had been walking 
along Sixth Avenue between Thirtieth and 
Thirty-first Streets when a negro woman

story, he told them he was loath to re- 
spond to her call, but that when she be- 
gan groaning, as though in-distress, he 
walked into the hallway, intending to as- 
sist her if she were ill.. There the negro 
woman threw her arms around Mr. Tif- 
fany’s neck, crowded: him against the 
wall, and dexterously took his watch and 
chain. Z 

The watch, by the way, was an heir- 
loom which had been in the Tiffany fam- 
ily several generations. Inside the case 
was inscribed ‘‘Charles H. ‘Tiffany.”’ 
Lieut. Funston. at Police Headquarters ob- 
tained a full description of the watch; 
also as good a description of the woman 
as Mr. Tiffany could give. 

Detective Joseph Toner of the Head- 
quarters stoff was standing in a drug 
store at Seventh Avenue and Thirty-sev- 
enth Street early yesterday morning, 
when a tall negro woman came in and 
wanted to use the telephone... She didn’t 
seem to know much about.the use of a 
"phone, so Toner showed her where-~ to 
drop a nickel in the slot. : 

‘Give me 3100 Spring,’’ said the negress, 
after she had inserted a nickel. Toner 
became all attention. He recognized the 
number. as that of Police Headquarters, 
and wondered what the woman could be 
calling that for. 

‘“‘I have been robbed of a gold watch 
and chain in a saloon in Thirty-sixth 
Street between Sixth and Seventh Ave- 
nues,”’ said the woman to Lieut. Funston 
over the wire. ‘‘ The bartender of that 
place has stolen it from me.”’ 

Toner said nothing when the woman 
hung up the receiver and started away, 
but he followed her as she headed for the 
saloon. On the way. he stopped long 
enough to call up Headquarters and tell 
Lieut. Funston what he had overheard, 
and that he would attend to the case. 

‘“‘See if the watch is marked ‘ Charles 
H. Tiffany,’ for such a watch was stolen 
from a white man of that name a little 
While ago,”’ said Lieut. Funston. 

When Toner arrived at the saloon the 
negro woman was in an altercation with 
the bartender. Toner tapped the woman 


on the shoylder and showed his badgé. 


*“T'll get your watch for you,” he said. 
** Who is the thief?’’ 

The negress pointed to the bartender. 
At a word from Toner the bartender pro- 
duced the watch and chain. Sure enough, 
on the inside of the case appeared the in- 
scription ‘‘ Charles H. Tiffany.’’ The bar- 
tender explained that the woman had 
given the watch to him for safe keeping, 
and that he had refused to hand it back 
to her. 

“I guess you had better come along 
with me,”’ said Toner to the woman. He 
pocketed the watch and took her to Police 
Headquarters, where she gave her name 
as Stella Hamilton and address as 220 
West Thirtieth Street. She protested that 
the watch had been given to her by her 
brother, who in turn had received it from 
his mother, who said Stella was a former 
slave. She said it was an heirloom, highly 
prized.

ISAYS SERVICE BOARD 


GETS FALSE REPORTS 


Recelver Whitridge’s Sleuths 
Watched Its Inspectors Getting 
‘Information’ for Commission. 





A SALOON VIEW OF THINGS

Public Service Agents Appeared to In- 
spect Transportation Conditions 
from Barroomse. 





Frederick W. Whitridge, receiver of the 
Third Avenue Rallroad, sent a letter to 
the Public Service Commission yesterday 
apropos of the commission's action against 
him for $860,000 penalties for disobedi- 
ence of wheel guard orders. Justice Brady 
of the Supreme Court dismissed the action 
last week ‘on a legal Objection interposed 
by the defense. The letter is couched in 
Mr. Whitridge’s customarily vigorous lan- 


guage in his criticism of the action of 
the commission, but winds up by inviting 
the commission, its counsel, and its trans- 
portation. engineer to luncheon to talk 
matters over. 

Mr. Whitridge complained particularly 
of the work of the Inspectors of the com- 
miission and expressed his belief that the 
commission itself was misled by the re- 

orts rendered to it by these employes. 

n this connection the Third Avenue’s re- 
ceiver submitted reports made to him by 
detectives he said he. had hired to watch 
the commission’s Inspectors, some of 
which reports indicated that if Mr. Whit- 
ridge’s men were watching the right in- 
dividuals, certain of the commission’s In- 
Spectors were not very active at their 
work. 

The case out of which arose the suit 
against the Third Avenue’s receiver in- 
volved the killing of a policeman on the 
Sedgwick Avenue line of the Union Rail- 
way in the Bronx. An examination of 
the caf which killed the policeman by the 
commission’s Inspectors showed that it 
had no wheel guards, although the acci- 
dent occurred some weeks after the wheel 
guard order became effective. 

Further inspection of the cars on Mr. 
Whitridge’s Bronx lines developed many 
other violations, which, on the basis of 
5,000 a day penalty provided in the Pub- 
ic Service Commission law, footed up to 
$860,000 in the aggregate. Suit was ac- 
cordingly begun and dismissed by Justice 
Brady as noted. It Is now about to be 
appealed. 


Mr. Whitridge’s Letter. 


This is Mr. Whitridge’s letter to the 
commission: 


May 12, 1910. 
Travis H. Whitney, Esq., Secretary Public 
Service Commission, 154 Nassau Street, 
New York City: 

Dear Sir: The suit of the commission 
against me for the recovery of a penalty 
amounting to $860,000 for an alleged diso- 
bedience of an order having been dismissed, 
I feel bound to say to the commission what 
I may say about them. 

I am indignant that such a suit should 
have been brought upon what is, at the 
worst, the mnierest technicality, and I can- 
not imagine how the commission could fail 
to perceive that any jury and the public 
generally would be certain to find—the ‘cir- 
cumstanceg in the case being what they 
were—that the action was, as several of the 
jurors volunteered to say to my counsel, 
perfectly ridiculous. 

I think it ts a possible explanation that 
the commission is continually being misled 
by its Inspectors. It appeared on the trial, 
as I previously suspected, that your In- 
spectors are given a roving commission to 
wander through your jurisdiction in search 
of violations of laws and regulations, and 
a@ gsystem of petty espionage is thus es- 
tablished which I do not think was contem- 
plated by the statute, and which I am sure 
the American people will not in the long 
run tolerate. 

Whether as an abstract proposition it is a 
good thing for the public I am not prepared 
to say, but I wish the members of your 
commission could get out of their heads the 
idea that the United States receivers of 
these roads. who are public officials and as 
responsible as the .Commissioners them- 
seives, have any desire on earth except to 
comply with all the laws and legal regula- 
tions affecting them, and in every way to 
accept anybody’s suggestions for the im- 
provement of the service. 

If, however, the commission persists in 
holding their present views, I feel justified 
in warning them against giving their In- 
spectors too much credence. You already 
knew that in the case of the repairs of the 
Forty-second Street cars two- years ago your 
Inspectors reported to you an absolute 
falsehood; tn the case of the service on the 
Southern Boulevard they later suppressed 
the obvioug cause of the delays of which 
they complained, and they have repeatedly 
been guilty during the past year of the 
most colossal absurdities in their blue- 
prints. . 

In the litigation just dismissed they put 
your Chairman in the position of making 
oath that for 160 days I had disobeyed your 
orders, whereas their evidence showed only 
two days, and I hope that it is the In- 
spectors alone who are responsible for hav- 
ing put the commission in the position of 
collecting what they suppose to be evidence, 
keeping it secret, and bringing an action 
against me for an enormous and ruinous 
sum of money, without any notice or warn- 
ing, contrary to the recognized principles of 
law, justice, common gense, and good man- 
ners. 


Inspectors Inspected. 


I may add that I have lately been having 
your Inspectors inspected, and the results 
would convince anybody that their labors are 
generally of the most trivial character. I 
inclose two cr three of the reports on their 
movements, and I regret that their evident 
dislike and even terror of your observers to 
being observed put the expense of continuing 
my observations beyond my means. 

I cannot but believe that the commission 
has been misled in all of these matters, 
and I know that their whole attitude toward 
the receivers of these properties is mistaken. 
I really believe that the members of the 
commission can be persuaded to change 
their mental attitude ag well as the course 
of their procedure in some particulars. 

I should be very happy, and I think it 
would be in the public interest, if the com- 
mission should feel disposed to meet me 
for a candid talk upon the whole subject. 
If they are so disposed I will endeavor to

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COURT-MARTIAL FOR AMES. - 


Sequel to the Suicide in the Philippines 
of Lieut, Janney. 


MANILA, May 18.—Upon instructions 
from Washington Lieut. Col. Robert F. 
Ames was to-day confined to quarters 
and will be court-martialed on charges 
of conduct unbecoming an officer and to 


the prejudice of military discipline. 

The action against the officer is a 
sequel to the investigation of the crcum- 
stances which led Lieut. Clarence M. 
Janney of the Twelfth Infantry, U. 8. A., 
to take his life following a dinner party 
at the home of Ames at Fort William 
McKinley. The suicide’s wife remains 
at the fort and will probably be the 
chief witness at the court-martial. 

The tragic death of Janney created 
a sensation in army circles. A Filipino 
Coroner and an army board of inquiry 
found that Janney committed suicide, 
and so reported to Major Gen. William 
H. Carter, commanding the De ent 
of Luzon. After examining the find- 
ings the General returned the same to 
the board with instructions that it ob- 
tain additional testimony covering cer- 
tain features of the case, 0 ther 
developments were made public until 
the receipt of the instructions from Wash- 
ington to-day. 

Janney’s death occurred on the night 
of March 12 last. On that evening Jan- 
ney. and his wife attended a nner 
given by Ames. Capt. William H. Jor- 
dan, Jr., also of the Twelfth Infantry, 
completed the party. 

According to the testimony of the wit- 
nesses as taken by the board, Lieut. 
Janney and his wife quarreled in the 
course of the evening. It seems that 
Janney recognized in the home of his 
friend-a champagne cooler which had be- 
longed to him, but which Mrs. Janney 
had given subsequently to Ames, Jan- 
ney upbraided his wife because of’ the 
gitt, and harsh words followed.’ Finally 
anney demanded an agolegy from his 
wife, and this was made. is ended 
the quarrel, according to the testimony, 
and the dinner was resumed. 

A little later, however, Janney left 
the house, returning soon with a revol- 
ver with which, it was testified, he shot 
himself either through design or acci- 
dent, in the presence of his wife and 
Col. Ames. 

It was testified that Janney had rushed 
into. the dining room and flourished the 
revolver while he talked wildly. Before 
the others could interfere, they said, 
he placed the revolver to his head and 
fired. Death followed quickly. 

Following the shooting Ames was placed 
under arrest, but a preliminary investiga- 
tion by the special board of inquiry hav- 
ing cleared him, he was released. 

The only witnesses of the tragedy were 
Col. Ames and Mrs. Janney. After Jan- 
ney had left the house Capt. Jordan 
went in search of him, but did not find 
the Lieutenant, who was said to have 
re-entered Ames’s house by @ rear door. 
Mrs, Janney testified that her husband 
and Ames had been good friends. 

The Janneys were married in New 
York in 1908. Mrs. Janney was Miss 
Madeline McKassick and belonged to a 
prominent family of San Francisco. She 
first married Dr. Pedar Bruguiere, whom 
She divorced upon grounds of failure 
to provide for her. When she married 
Janney he was stationed at Governors 
Island. He went with the Twelfth Regi- 
ment to the Philippines in July, 1909. 


SEE HOPE FOR MORSE. 


Coleman’s Case Suggests to Friends 
That His Sentence Is Illegal. 


BOSTON, May 18.—Boston friends of 
Charles W. Morse, the former New York 
banker, now serving sentence at Atlanta, 
profess to see in Judge Hale’s action in 


the Coleman case in the United States 
Circuit Court some hope for the release 
of Morse on the plea that his sentence 
was illegal. 

George W. Coleman is the bookkeeper of 
the insolvent National City Bank of Cam- 
bridge, who was sentenced to fifteen 
years in the Greenfield (Mass.) prison to- 
day by Judge Hale for embezzling $309,000 
of the bank’s funds. 

Coleman will spend probably ten years 
in Greenfield. ‘ That he was not sent to 
the Government prison at Atlanta was 
due to District Attorney French, who con- 
strues the statutes for persons convicted 
of misapplication of bank funds as war- 
ranting a term in prison without hard 
labor. 

Mr. French read Chapter 5,209 of the 
Federal Statutes and called attention to 
the fact that it provides for imprisonment 
of not less than one year, and says noth- 
ing about hard labor, while under the 
Federal act establishing Federat peniten- 
tiaries it is stated that a prisoner can 
only be sent to Atlanta if his sentence 
calls for a year or more at hard labor. 
He therefore asked for a sentence to some 
jail, and Judge Hale selected, that at 
Greenfiéld. 

Legal friends of Morse argued to-night 
that as he wan sent to Atlanta for viola- 
tion of this same Chapter 5,200 he may 
be held illegally. Providing the term of 
court which sentenced him shall have ex- 
pired, it is said that he cannot be re- 
sentenced, and his release may be se- 
cured on a writ of habeas corpus. 


TO INCREASE CADET CORPS. 


Decision of Secretary of War Adds 88 
to Possible Appointments. 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—As the result 
of a decision announced to-day by Secre- 
tary Dickinson there will be a substantial 
increase in the corps of cadets at the 
West Point Military Acanenty. 

The decision in substance is that after 
March 2 next year, cadets may be ad- 
mitted to the Academy as successors not 
only of the class graduating in 1911, but 
also of the 1912 class, making a total in- 
crease of eighty-eight original appoint- 
ments over the usual number of admis- 
sions. 


LILIUVOKALANI LOSES AGAIN. 


Ex-Queen of Hawall’s Clalm for $450, 
000 Rejected by Court of Claims. 


W.ASHINGTON, May 18.—Liliuokalanl, 
former Queen of Hawali, has again met 
defeat in her effort to secure $450,000 for 
the rentals from the crown lands in Ha- 
wail. 

The Court of Claims has just decided 
that these lands belonged to the Govern- 
ment of Hawaii, and that the Queen had 
no personal claim upon them. 


























Nagel Dismisses Pilots’ Olspute. 


WASHINGTON, May  18.—Secretary 
Nagel of the Department of Commerce 
and Labor has given his consent to a 
dismissal of the controversy between va- 
rious transportation companies at New 
York City and their masters and pilots 
which began several weeks ago. The Sec- 
retary says that while the masters and 
pilots who resigned belleved themselves 
within thelr rigitts, some of them disre- 
garded their obligations to the general 
public. 


INSURGENTS FORCE 
MORE CONCESSIONS 





But Senate Regulars Defeat Plan 
to Take Commerce Cases 
from Attorney General. 


ANOTHER DENIAL FROM TAFT 


Regular Senatore After Conference at 
White House Authorized to Deny That 
President Denounced Insurgents.

WASHINGTON, May 18—Though the’ 
insurgents’ own amendment to the Admin- 
istration’s Railroad bill was lost again to- 
day, the fight they put up caused the 
regulars to make some concessions in or- 
der to hold the uncertain Senators in line. 
The vote was on the Cummins amend- 
ment to deprive the Attorney General of 
control of cases before the Court of Com- 
merce, and to vest that power in the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission, to- 
gether with the complaining shipper. In- 
stead of this amendment a compromise 
measure presented by MF. Smith of Mich- 
igan along the lines of the House bill 
was substituted by a vote of 40 to 23, 

In general the Democrats voted with the 
insurgents, but four of them drifted over

As finally 
adopted the Smith amendment embodies 
the House provisions giving the Attorney 
General control of the cases, while allow- 
ing the commission and the complaining 
shipper representation by counsel in the 
case, and adds further by way of conces- 
sion that notive of all cases must be sent 
by the Attorney General to the commis- 
sion that notice of all cases must be sent 
once started by the Attorney General and 
subsequently abandoned may be contin- 
ued without prejudice by the shipper or 
the commission. No provision is made, 
however, for the commencement of a case 
without the approv&l of the Attorney Gen- 
eral, and that was the great insurgent ob- 
jection to the compromise. 

One other concession the regulars made 
was in the form of an amendment offered 
by Mr. Aldrich to another section of the 
bill. The amendment extends from 60 to 
120 days the period during which the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission may 
suspend for investigation any new rates 
or classifications made by railway com- 
panies. Mr. Aldrich’s amendment was, 
of course, accepted by the insurgents, and 
was incorporated into the bill unanimous- 
ly by a viva voce vote.

in connection with the importation of 
sugar at the piers of the Havemeyer & 
Elder Refinery in Williamsburg. 

The Government’s testimony consisted 
of the somewhat familiar story of how 
Richard Parr on Nov. 20, 1907, made his 
raid on the Havemeyer & Elder piers 
and discovered the weighing of sugar on 
scales tampered with by the insertion 
between ‘the levers of a fine steel spring, 
which made the scales underweigh. Parr 
himself, Thomas H. Hyatt, Government 
weigher, who earned the sobriquet of the 
“honest weigher ”’ by coming through the 
customs fraud inveStigation unscathed, 
and Acting Surveyor George J. Smyth, 
who had been under examination the day 
before, were witnesses yesterday. Progress 
was necessarily slow because of the vast 
amount of detail as to the operation of 
the customs rules covering the weighing 
of sugar, which the Government had to 
put into the record as a preliminary to 
its evidence intended to connect the de- 
fendants with the frauds that Parr dis- 
covered. 

In the cross-examination of Mr. Smyth 
John B. Stanchfield, counsel for Heike, 
brought out one point upon which Heike 
will likely lay stress. This was that the 
system of weighing sugar which the wit- 
ness described had been in force from 
1897, two years before Heike becamé Sec- 
retary of the Sugar Trust. 

The evidence of Mr. Hyatt ran into mi- 
nute details about the construction of the 
platform scales on which the Government 
weighers weighed the sugar for the pur- 
poses of the duty, inside the little scale 
houses, where, prior to Parr’s raid, the 
checkers employed by the trust also 
worked. These are the scales on which 
the frauds were committed. Winfred Den- 
ison, who examined Mr. Hyatt, had the 
witness tell how he found the steel spring 
inserted in the stanchion of Scale No.1 
on the Williamsburg pier, when Parr, on 
Nov. 20, 1907, sent for him to get cor- 
roberation for his discovery of the frauds. 
Hyatt said that he examined three of the 
scales that same day and found similar 
holes in all the stanchions, but no springs 
in the others. 

On cross-examination Mr. Stanchfield 
led the witness into various questions 
along the line of those asked Mr. Smyth 
the day before, the purpose of which 
was to show the possibility of error in 
the weights recorded by the Government 
weighers. He also got Hyatt to admit 
that on the piers of the National Sugar 
Refining Company and those of the Ar- 
buckle Refinery, differences in weight 
running against the Government were 
found as between the returns of the Gov- 
ernment and those of the citv weighers, 
although there..was no indication on 
either the National or the Arbuckle piers 
that the scales had been manipulated. 

‘“TIsn’t it true that no one could have 
found the holes in those scales unless he 
know they were there?’’ was the next 
question. The witness answered in the 
affirmative. j 

“No one could have known of it just by 
walking around the dock and generally 
supervising the work there?’’ 

‘“*No,”’ said Hyatt. 

‘* Didn’t you have to get down on your 
hands and knees with a candle and your 
eyeglass in order to see the holes? ”’ 

** Yes,’’ responded the witness. ? 

After an hour or two in which Attorney 
Cochrane, for the defense, led the witness 
through the details of weighing sugar all 
over again, Parr was called to the stand. 
He told the story of his raid as he orig- 
inally told it at the two previous trials of 
sugar fraud cases, explaining, among 
other things, that he was led to discover 
the spring’ by. noticing that after he had 
ordered the reweighing of a draft of sugar 
on Scale No. where Ephraim Japha 
was the assistant Government weigher, 
Thomas Kehoe, the checker for the sugar 
company, was seen to run his hand down 
the scale stanchion. 

Parr followed the hand and discovered 
the steel spring... He asked Kehoe what 
he was doing with it, and Kehoe naid he 
didn’t know. The examination of Parr 
was unfinished when an adjournment was 
taken for the day. 


ANACONDA FINDS MORE ORE. 


Annual Report Shows: Large Tonnage 
Added to the Company’s Reserves. 


The annual report of the Anaconda 
Copper Mining Company, issued yester- 
day, tells in detail of the ore finds of 
last year whicn added materially to the 
reserves of the company, and supplied a 
large amount of rich ore. The net profits 
for the'vear amounted to $2,134,773, while 
the dividends paid totaled $2,400,000, the 
surplus at the close of the year being 
$4,679,216 compared with $4,944,442 at the 
close of the previous year. 

The output of copper by the company 
last year was larger than the 1908 out- 
put, but was still below normal. One 
contributing cause was that the Ana- 
conda shaft was out of commission most 
of the year owing to the presence of gas 
caused by a fire in the mine. Repair 
work is still under way in the shaft, and 
when this is completed it will again be 
operated at full capacity. e 

The most important ore body uncovered 
was in the high ore shaft from the 1,400- 
foot to the 1,800-foot level. This is one 
of several new veins opened last year 
which increased the ore reserves of the 
company. 

The tunneling and shaft sinking in 1909 
had a total length of ten miles. pict 
an 
the vga ey of s reduction works treated a 
total of 3,517,386 dry tons. The year’s 
sales of copper, silver, and gold amount- 
ed to $11,591,844. Tthe metals on hand at 
the close of the year, counting the copper 
at cost, amounted to $5,986,963 compared 
with $6, 169,244 at the beginning of the 
year. 

The Anaconda management has been in 
consultation with fertilizer companies to 
learn what disposition could be made of 
acid phosphate, which, it is thought, 
might be successfully made at the Washoe 
Smelter, but so fur not much progress 
has been made on this plan. In expiana- 
tion of tne decision in favor of merging 
a number of the Butte mines in the Ana- 
conda Coinpaay, the report says that the; 
management had become impressed with 
the hopelessness of establishing absolute- 
Ivy the ownership of ore bodies at many 
points where conflicts occur, an4 that 
consolidation of the sompanies seemed to 
offer ihe only solution.

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MR. TAFT ON HIS ADMINISTRATION. 
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| a tration” is the title of an “interview ” 


with the President by Mr. G. K. TURNER 
in the June number of McClure’s Maga- 
zine. It is, we believe, without prece- 
dent in the history of the office that a 
President should in an unofficial and 
rather familiar way explain and de- 
fend his own action. It is the more 
‘remarkable in the case of Mr. Tart be- 
cause during the last half year he has 
spoken in public more often, more at 
length, in more places, to a@ greater 
variety of avdiences than any—one 
might say than all—of his predecessors. 
But breaking precedent is not break- 
ing law, and it is clearly a matter for 
personal discretion. 

It is obvious, however, that an apolo- 
gia of this description almost neces- 
sarily assumes the double character 
suggested by that term. It may start 
out as an explanation; it is likely to 
become an apology; in this instance 
the apologetic tone is plain, even con- 
spicuous. The interview, cast in the 


ee form of a monologue, seems to have 


been framed with the critics of the Ad- 
ministration constantly in mind. It is 
in substance a defense against the com-

have been so frequent and so serious 
during the last six months. In some 
regards the defense is strong and may 
prove effective. This is especially true 


| as to the policy of the Administration 


regarding public lands and the con- 
servation of resources involved in the

It may also be expected that the 
statement of what has been done in 


the reorganization and reform of the 


business methods of the Government 
will prodduce a favorable impression. 


- The account is in no wise overdrawn, 


quite the reverse, and Mr. Tart and 
his Cabinet deserve much credit for 
what has been done and what 
has been made possible. But we 
fear that these things are likely to be 
lost sight of and that the general effect 
of Mr. Tart’s statement will be the one 
almost unavoidable when one so promi- 


® nent assumes the defensive. 


In regard to the tariff—the one feat- 
ure of supreme importance in the record 
of the past year—Mr. Tart accounts 
for his course in @ manner far from 
satisfactory. What he says and what 
he leaves unsaid by no means meet 
thé grave criticism that has been passed 
upon him. In two respects he sadly 
misunderstands the feeling he has 
aroused. He greatly underrates the 
actual violation of the party pledges, 
and he gravely misinterprets his re- 
sponsibility for it. He states clearly 
enough the principle on which tariff 
revision was promised—the principle of 
duties based on difference in cost of 
manufacture—and he admits that noth- 


» ing was done to apply that principle, 
k while everything was done to evade 


and pervert it. But he clings to the 
absurd pretension that the resulting 


: P bill was the ‘“‘ best I could secure under 


the circumstances.” Of the actual Se- 
trayal of solemn and explicit pledges 
he breathes not a word, and on his own 
accountability he is evasive. “I did

What is the motive that underlies 
this strange and contradictory record?

The 
larger task which Mr. Tart professes 
to have undertaken is of doubtful ex- 
pediency, and it is immensely difficult.

BAD WAYS OF GOOD MEN. 

There are some features of the Ste- 
nographer KprRByY’s case that deserve 
as much attention as the motive on 
which he professes to have acted, and 
criticism cannot fairly be confined to 
him. He testified on Tuesday that the 
first stage in the rather sordid story 
was an inquiry from a farmer, private 
secretary to Mr. GARFIELD, as to what 
he knew about the President’s letter. 
His reply was, of course, in strict con- 
fidence, but it was followed promptly 
by an intimation from the private sec- 
retary that testimony would have to 
be given about it before the committee, 
and a suggestion that Krersyr would 
give it. Kerby then sought an inter- 
view with Mr. GARFIELD, and met Mr. 
PINcHOT and Mr. BRANDEIS at the same 
time. Mr. Garrigeutp heard his story, 
recognized that he would be dismissed 
for it, expressed sympathy, and said he 
would not have him called unless it was 
necessary. No one in this select group 
seems to have hihted a doubt as to the 
moral or professional requirements im- 
posed on a confidential employé. 

After that KmRBY appears to have 
felt justified and safe in talking to some 
newspaper friends. It is not surprising 
that they respected his confidence, as 
the others, evidently, had not. More- 
over, one of them promised him that if 
he should publish his story he should 
have a good place. So the story got 
out. Apparently Mr. GARFIELD’S éx- 
secretary was the first to leak,-and 80 
Mr. GARFIELD and Mr. PINCHOT and Mr. 
BRANDEIS came into the case. None of 
them seems to have warned KrErsy that 
he was doing a dishonorable and 
treacherous thing, and Mr. GarFrirLp 
plainly said that “if necessary” the 
thing would be done. One wonders 
what was the code of ethics that pre- 
vailed in the offices of these gentlemen 
when they were in places of trust. Was 
it based on the assumption that good 
men may do bad things for what they 
think is a good end? That its a risky 
rule. 





THE KIEFF EXPULSIONS. 

It is difficult to understand what 
useful object the Russian Government 
can have in view in proposing to expel 
the unfortunate Jews from Kieff. Sure- 
ly the fair fame of Russia has been 
sufficiently besmirched by the pogroms 
and other deplorable excesses which 
have made men doubt whether she is 
rightfully to be counted among civil- 
ized nations. In recent months, and 
especially since “the rapprochément 
with England, a new spirit had seemed 
to come over Russia’s treatment of her 
Jews and other repressed elements— 
a spirit which, as compared with her 
former attitude toward them, might be 
almost called one of mildness. Now 
suddenly an edict of expulsion is issued 
against the Jews of Kieff under con- 
ditions which make the measure seem 
more arbitrary and unjust than even 
the customary acts of the Russian 
bureaucracy. 

It is well known that Jews afte allowed 
to reside only in,that part of Rus- 
sia Proper which formerly belonged to 
the old Kingdom of Poland. This Pale 
of Settlement, as it is called, includes 
Kieff, and it would seem at first sight 
that Jews would have the right of 
residence there. But Kieff, from as- 
sociations with the early ecclesiastical 
history of Russia, is regarded as a 
peculiarly holy city, therefore the Jews 
were excluded from its sacro-sanct 
precincts. Nevertheless, by special ex- 
emption from this rule, Jewish mer- 
chants of the First Guild, Jewish pro- 
fessional men, Jewish ex-soldiers, and 
a few other classes have been per- 
mitted to reside in Kieff with their 
families and sometimes with their ser- 
ace, eat ee aN , 

It is easy to understand how indefin- 
itely these latter categories may be 
extended, and what opportunities would 
be afforded to the Russian police,

It its a 
widespread opinion that this conges- 
tion of the Jews within fifteen out of 
the hundred “Governments” of the 
Russian Empire is the main cause of 
the degraded condition of the Czar’s 
Jewish subjects. Having no natural 
outlet for their recognized abilities, 
cribbed and confined, the unfortunate 
Jews of Russia prey. upon one another, 
as well as upon their neighbors, and 
ill-will results on all sides. The present 
Duma, recognizing this, has appoint- 
ed a commission to inquire whether it 
is not advisable to grant rights of free 
movement and residence to the Jews 
throughout Russia, and it seems the 
height of arbitrary injustice to seize 
this moment to increase the congestion 
within the Pale. 

Even in Russia, and among classes 

not usually friendly ‘to the Jews, the 
injustice and bad poHcy of the pro- 
posed expulsions are becoming recog- 
nized. Though it may be suspected that 
the initiative for expulsion has come 
from the commercial rivals of the Jews 
in Kieff itself, petitions protesting 
against it have been sent from the 
mercantile classes of Kieff to the Gov- 
ernor of the south and western prov- 
inces, upon whom will fall the odium 
of carrying out the decree. They point 
out the d@bvious disruption and break- 
ing off of.lucrative business which 
will result from the exile of s0 
large a number of energetic tradesmen. 
No strong ill-will, indeed, is manifest 
against the Jews among the lower 
classes of the Russian population. The 
persecution comes from above, not 
from below, and it is ultimately based 
upon the obsolete and mediaeval con- 
ception of the identity of State and 
Church, upon which the Russian au- 
tocracy rests precariously. 
, Already misgivings have seized the 
official mind with regard to the execu- 
tion of this fresh design. A delay of 
ten days has been given beyond the 
date originally fixed for the exodus, 
and to that a further postponement for 
a like period has been made. It {s 
sincerely to be hoped that wiser coun- 
sels will prevail with the Czar and 
his advisers. The prestige of Russia 
was seriously impaired at a critical 
moment by Kishineff and thea other 
pogroms. The world was beginning to 
forget and to forgive even these ex- 
amples cf Russian barbarity. Hopes 
were felt and expressed that Russia, 
after the new entente with England, 
had returned once more to the paths of 
civilization. American public opinion 
was beginning to take a more lenient 
view of the Russian reaction since its 
severities had relaxed. It would be a 
serious disappointment to her well- 
wishers if the expulsion of the Jews 
from Kieff shall now prove that Russia, 
like the Bourbons, forgets nothing and 
learns nothing. 








THE INCOME TAX. 

It is hopeless to expect unanimity re- 
garding the merits of the income tax 
amendment, but there should be no 
disagreement upon the proposition that 
the action taken regarding it ought 
to be in accord with the opinions of 
those who will pay it. Taxation with- 
out representation is bad enough, but 
taxation contrary to representation is 
an indictment of representative insti- 
tutions, and an issue superior to the 
income tax itself, whatever views are 
taken of its importance. 

After the proposal had failed of pas- 
sage in the Assembly twice it has now 
passed the Senate by the following 
vote:

@ line which shall keep the party in 
power. Who knows what were the is- 
sues of the last campaign? Who cares 
what may be the issues of the next 
campaign, since they may be dodged 
after election like the issues of past 
campaigns? 








ATYPICAL COLLEGE MEN. 

College students who cheat in their 
work are physically deficient. That ‘s 
the inference drawn from a table pre- 
pared by Dr. J. C. Eusom, Medical Ex- 
aminer of the 8,000 students in the 
University of Wisconsin. Taking a 
list of fifty students who within two 
years have been disciplined by the 
faculty for various acts of dishonesty 
in their university work, Dr. HEnisom 
found that, in height, weight, girth of 
head, breadth of shoulders, depth of 
chest, strength of arms, legs, and back, 
the disciplined students were inferior 
to the average student at Wisconsin. 
Notably they were deficient in girth 
of head and strength of back. They 
lacked ‘“ backbone”: in the physical 
sense. 

Whese figures, taken by themselves, 
are too slim to meet proper statistical 
demands for basing conclusions on the 
physique of dishonest college students. 
But in the public schools and in the 
children’s courts of this and other cities 
like cOmparisons have been made, and 
it has been determined pretty conclu- 
sively that moral delinquents are as a 
class inferior in physique. Our jai's 
and prisons, too, are filled with badly 
nourtshed and poorly developed adult 
prisoners. The saying that cleanliness 
is next to godliness is true chiefly, per- 
haps, because cleanliness is conducive 
to health. The physically weak are 
@ prey to temptation.

Now that the comet 
is safely through the 
spacial straight  be- 
tween the sun and tie 
earth, and, after the 
habit, is following its 
the wider and chillier 
regions where it presumably feels more 
at home, a good many ‘people will per- 
haps confess that they have been a bit 
worried by the terrible possibilities about 
which the astronomers have so calnly 
talked. They all knew—if they had sense 
énough to accept expert opinion and to 
calculate chances—that the world was in 
no measurable danger; but knowing is 
one thing and feeling is quite another, 
and there is no doubt that @ vague uneasi- 
ness has been widespread ever since the 
mysterious wanderer came into —_ 
headed this way. 

The results of its visit will probably all 
be good. Superstition has received na- 
other blow, general interest in astronomy 
has been excited, and everybody has 
learned at least a little something about 
the heavenly bodies and their motious. 
Some of tHe information acquired is of 
the king that isn’t so, but most of It is 
true as far as it goes, for the astronomers 
have been generous in answering queés- 
tions and the newspapers enterprising in 
the publication of facts and figures and 
diagrams that helped to an understanding 
of the situation. Tue Tres has been 
particularly fortunate in securing state- 
ments from learned observers—as was 
cordially noted by its neiehbors, to che 
columns of which, in one form or another, 
its dispatches from the men with big te!- 
escopes have been promptly transferred as 
fast as they appeared. In doing this, 
said neighbors have illustrated a beautiful 
and deeply appreciated confidence in our 
accuracy by repeating a few typo- 
graphical errors, including one which put 
the death of METHUSELAH a& thousand 
years out of the way. But of course 
we don’t mind, being always glad to be 
of service. 

Before people turn to other matters, 
however, they ought to heed what Prof. 
JacoBy said yesterday about the need of 
a really large and good telescope in the 
vicinity of New York. Not far from the 
city there are several excellent sites for 
one, and Columbia University would be 
glad to provide competent men who woulkt 
sit up nights to use it for our instruction 
and edification. The very most delicate 
sort of observation could not be done in 
this part of the country, but all ordinary 
astronomical work could be carried on 
from a peak tn the Catskills, say, as well 
as anywhere else.

RuUDYARD KIPLING’S 
poem on ‘‘The Dead 
King ’”’ cannot be said 

to reach the utmost 
to Edward. height of merit attain- 
able in what is called occasional verse, 
but, judging from the stanzas as yet at 
hand, it ranks well among the productions 
of its kind. It has dignity and solemnity, 
and though the meter is somewhat harsh 
and difficult, the harshness and diffi- 
culty are of a kind congruous with the 
grief and desolation in which, by hypoth- 
esis, the British Empire has been over- 
whelmed. 

Inevitably these verses will be compared 
with the prompter and hastier tribute of 
ALFRED AUSTIN, and, so viewed, it is 
nothing less than a masterpiece. The 
furthest anybody has gone in praising the 
Laureate’s poem was to call it harmless. 
We are ourselves not quite sure of that, 
for it is not well that poetry or poets 
should be made ‘ridiculous, but of course 
Mr. Avsttiy’s intentions were of the best, 
and though we do not at the moment re- 
call any -serlous poem by a practiced 
writer that is quite as bad as ‘‘ The Truce 
of Gop,”’ probably there are not a few 
even more inept and commonplace. Mr. 
KIPLING at least is not inept, and he is 
not commonplace. He has something to 
say and knows how to say it with force 
and originality.

Certainly there Is no slightest chance 
that he will ever get the place. He is not 
a ductile man, his politics is a matter of 
personal conviction and temperament, not 
of party ordering, and if a royal marriage 
didn’t glease him or a royal death did, 
he would be dangerously apt to say so. 
And that would not do—in a laureate. As 
for this strangely constructed dirge of his, 
the almost grotesque exaggeration of its 
sentiment is obvious, but of insincerity 
there is no trace in it. As always, what 
Mr. Kipnina feels and believes he sets 
down, and though his later phases as 
preacher and statesman may not best 
pleasé his most devoted admirers, they are 
not to be ignored. 


In determining to im-

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SUFFRAGE IN NORWAY. 





Mrs. Harper Corrects Misleading Dis- 
patches About Extension. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The recent dispatch from Norway regarding 
the extension of suffrage to women which has 
been widely published is so misleading that 
it seems best to make a statement in regard 
to it. It was as follcws: 


By a great majority the Odelsthing has 
voted to grant universal municipal suffrage 
to women over 25 years of age * ® ® 
Since 1907 women have been allowed to 
vote under the same conditions as men only 
when they, or the husband when the couple 
have the property in common, have paid 
an income tax of 400 kroner in the towns, 
and 300 kroner in the country districts. 


Municipal suffrage was granted to the 
women of Norway in 1901 instead of 1907. They 
did not have to pay an income tax of 400 
kroner, but only a tax on an income of 400 
kroner, $110. Thus even wage-earning 
women could have a vote, This applied to 
single wémen, to married women who held 
property in their own name, and to those who 
hele it jointly with their husbands. At the 
same time this law was. passed universal 
municipal suffrage was for the first time 
granted to mo twithout any tax-paying 
qualification. 

In 1907 the Parliament gave to the women 
of Norway full suffrage, the right to vote for 
members of Parliament, and to sit in that 
body. This was granted to all women who 
possessed municipal suffrage, and therefore it 
corriea this small tax qualification. Women 
exercised the Parliamentary vote for the first 
time a few months ago, and one woman was 
elected to Parliament. 

The women have always protested against 
the tax-paying qualification, which was not 
imposed on men. The Parliament by now re- 
moving the disqualification for the municipal 
suffrage has also removed it for the Parlia- 
mentary suffrage, and thus there is complete 
universal suffrage for women in Norway.

If you want your children to be educated by 
men of refinement, education, and culture, by 
men who have a love, yes, a passionate love, 
for thelr work, let not these men be reminded 
(usually on the first of each month) that their 
calling is regarded with no greater favor than 
that of the ordinary dry laborer. Do this, and 
we shall hear no more complaints of the unpro- 
fessional conduct of teachers in seeking s0 
eagerly to get higher pay.

WILL RAISE RATES 


New Commutation Schedule 
Now Being Prepared—in- 
creaso Will Average $1.

Erle Blames Big Jersey Tax for Its 
Action—All Roads Say Commuters 
Are Costiy Customers. 





It was announced yesterday that the 
New York Central Railroad, like the other 
railways running into this city, will pres- 
ently raise its commutation rates. It was 
said two days ago that the Lackawanna, 
the Central of New Jersey, and the Erie 
would raise theirs, but that the New 
York Central was still on the fence, The 
circle is now complete. 

General Passenger Agent Fort of the 
New York Central said that the new rates 
it will submit to the Public Service Com- 
mission, about May 25, will decrease the 
rates of some commuters, though the gen- 
eral purpose of the change is to get more 
money forthe company out of the service, 
which in itself is always unprofitable and 
often costly. 

“While we are making the changes,” 
he went on, ‘‘we will standardize the 
charges on the West Shore, Hudson 
River, Harlem, and Putnam Divisions, 

that the rates will be the same on all. 
There are some diffefrences now. This 
standardization will bring about a de- 
crease in some instances.’’ 

The New York Central is not ready yet 
to say how much its commutation rates 
will be raised, but a dollar a month 
probably will be the average raise for all 
the roads. 

‘‘Commutation service is not a profit- 
able part of the railroad business,’ said 
Mr. Fort. ‘** Not infrequently it is a cost- 
ly expense. In the case of a big city 
like this, where the terminal facilities are 
very expensive, the commuting service is 
particularly unprofitable. The roads get 
something back in freight charges, and 
when a commuter wants to go on a long 
ourney he naturally will use the line at 

is door if he can. 

‘Labor and everything else connected 
with the railroad business has gone up 
s0 high that the roads must raise their 
rates, President Brown of the New York 
Central is on record as saying that freight 
rates must advance. It was inevitable 
that the commuting . ‘ervice should be in- 
creased also.’ 

The raise of rates by ae Erie will vary 
from SS cents to $1.2 The Montclair 
rate will be $6.05 instead of $5.50, Pater- 
son will be raised a flat $1. The Erie has 
been losing mun2y on.its commuters, it 
was said yesterdiy. Even the popular 
Greenwoud Lake branch lost $80,0U0 last 
year, it was declared. 

New Jersey’s heavy fax upon the Erie 
is partly to blame for the raising of the 
commuting tickets, it was said, The road 
paid last year to the State about $500,000 
in taxes. If half that amount had been 
taken off it was nossible that the com- 
muters would not now have to feel the 
increase. The Erie doesn’t want to make 
any money off its commuters, it was de- 
clared; it only wanted to come out even 
with them. 

Though Vice President Caulder of the 
Lackawanna said that he had nothing to 
give out, it is known that the Lacka- 
wanna has been considering raising the 
rates, and has been figuring upon what 
could be done. The increase has not yet 
been determined. 

General Passenger Agent Hope pf the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey was 
found struggling with a lot of figures. 
He said he was at work on the question 
of raising commutation rates. He aid not 
know just how. much they. would. be 
raised, nor for a certainty that they 
would ba increased, but he was struggling 
with the prcblen. 

General Passenger Agent Lee of the 
Lehigh Valley said that his road had 
never tried hard for cummuting business, 
and so had only two or three hundred of 
them, but that their rates would be 
raised in about the eame proportion as 
in the case of the_other roads. 


MUST NOT SHELL BLUEFIELDS. 


American Officers Forbid the Venus 
to Bombard the Town. 


BLUEFIELDS, Nicaragua, May 18.—The 
steamer Venus, with Gen. Irias and a 
large force of Nicaraguan troops on 
board, accompanied by the tug San Ja- 
cinto, arrived off the bluff yesterday aft- 
ernoon and immediately demanded the 
surrender by Gen. Estrada, commander of 
the Provisional forces, ,.f the bluff and 
the town of Bluefields. The notification 
to Gen. Estrada allowed twenty-four 
hours for the women, children, and non- 
combatants to retire to a place of safety 
before the bombardment of both places 
was begun. 

Gen. Estrada refused to surrender, and 
American Consul Moffatt, .Commander 
Gilmer of the United States gunboat Pa- 
ducah, and Commander Hines of the 
United States gunboat Dubuque at.once 
intervened. They refused to permit the 
bombardment of Bluefields or any fight- 
ing within the town, on account of the 
large foreign interests. 

They did not forbid the bombardment 
of the bluff, but ruled that foreign com- 
merce could not be stopped. They de- 
manded the release of the Norwegian 
steamer Dictator, which had been held up 
off the bluff by the Venus, and this de- 
mand was complied with. 

The Venus sailed last night from the 
bluff, and this morning the steamers Mo- 
riella and Hiram arrived, the latter hav- 
ing a consignment of heavy guns, rapid 
firers, and ammunition It is thought that 
the Venus went in search of these vessels. 

The bluff is now being fortified with 
field pieces and rapid firers, and probably 
will be able to give a good account of 
itself in an engagement.

British Officer Who Recently Played 
Polo in America Self-Slain.

LONDON,- May 18—Capt. Claude 
Champion De Crespigny, D. 8S. O., who 
was recently in New York, where he 
had many friends, was found dead Ao- 
day by the roadside at Kingscliffe, 
Northamptonshire, He was shot 
through the head, and’a revolver was 
in his hand. 

Capt. Champion De Crespigny arrived 
at Kingscliffe Station from London at 
10:80 last night and set o oft to walk In 
the direction of Apethorpe Hall, the 
residence of Leonard Brassey and Lady 
Violet Brassey, where he had been an 
occasional visitor. At 5 o’clock this 
morning a workman came across his 
body. 

The dead officer was the eldest’ son 
and heir of Sir Claude Champion De 
Crespigny, the well-known sportsman, 
of whom it has been said that he can 
hunt like a hound, swim like a fish, 
run like a hare, and box like Jeffries. 

Capt. Champion De Crespigny was in 
the Second Life Guards. 

Capt. Claude Champion De Crespigny 
was a member of the Hurlingham Club 
polo team that recently visited the United 
States. 

The Captain was 87 years of age. He 
served with the British Army in South 
Africa in 1899 and 1900, and with the 
West African frontier force in 1903. He 
was twice wounded, and was twice rec- 
ommended by his commanding officers 
for the Victoria Cross because of deeds 
of conspicuous gallantry. 

Capt. Champion De Crespigny was made 
a member of the Distinguished Service 
Order in 1900, and in that year became 
an aid de camp to the Viceroy of India, 
returning to England in 1902. He was 


educated at Eton, and entered the army 
in 1895. | 

The Champion De Crespignys are a very 
o.d Norman family who fought in the 
first crusade under St. Louis and took the 
name ‘‘ Champion ’’ from ths circumstance 
that the head of the family was heredi- 
tary champion of the Dukes of Normandy 
and Brittany. 

Claude Chanipion’ De Crespigny, Escuier, 
Sieur De Crespigny, was an officer of 
righ rank in the French army, but after 
the revocation of the Edict ‘of Nantes 
went with alli -his fan:ily to England, 
where he was received by the Pierponts, 
being allied by marriage with that noble 
houses He obtained a Colonel’s commis- 
sion in the English army. His great- 
grandson was created a baronet in 1805 
after Pe eiving the Prince Regent at his 
bcme, Champion Lodge. 

The present baronet, Sir Claude Cham- 
pion De Chespigny, has five song, each of 
whom is named Claude.

JOHN A. KASSON DEAD. 


Ex-Minister to Austria and Germany 
and Envoy to Samoan Conference. 


John A. Kasson, former United States 
Minister to Austria and Germany, died 
yesterday in Washington, D. C., in his 
eighty-ninth year. 

Mr. Kasson was born in Charlotte, Vt., 
Jan. 11, 1822. He was graduated from 
the University of Vermont in 1842 and 
three years later was admitted to the 
Massachusetts bar. He removed soon 
after to Iowa, where he was a delegate 
to the National Republican Convention in 
Chicago, in 1860, which nominated Lin- 
coln. His long official life began in the 
following year, when he was appointed 
First Assistant Postmaster General, He 
was a member of Congress from Iowa 
from 1863 to 1867, a member of the Iowa 
Legislature from 1868 to 1873, and again 
in Congress from 1878 to 1877 and from 
1881 to 1884. In the interval between 
his two last terms of Congress he rep- 
resented the United States as Minister 
to Austria and served in the same ca- 
pacity to Germany from 1884 to 1885. In 
the latter year he was a commissioner to 
the Congo International Congress, and in 
1898 he was special envoy from this coun. 


try to the Samoan International Confer- 
ence. 

Among his most distinguished achieve- 
ments was the successful negotiation with 
the late William Walter Phelps of the 
Tripartite Treaty between the United 
States, Great Britain, and Germany 
which determined the dispute between the 
three countries as to the ownership of the 
Samoan Islands, which resulted in the 
division of the group between the three 
nations. He was appointed by President 
McKinley as special Commissioner Pleni- 
ah pina J to frame reciprocity agree- 
ments with foreign countries under the 
terms of the Dingley tariff law. In i808 
he was a member of the America-Ca- 
nadian Joint High Commission. 

Mr. Kasson wrote a history of the 
formation of the United Statets Constitu- 
tion and the history of the Monroe Doc- 
trine. He was President of the Columbia 
Historical Society and a member of the 
Metropolitan and other Washington clubs.

Alfred De Oro won the three-cushion 
billiard championship of the world last 
night by defeating Thomas Hueston, the 
title holder, by a score of 150 to 114 as 
a result of three nights’ play at Doyle’s 
Billiard Academy, West Forty-second 
Street. The match was played in blocks 
of fifty points, and each was won by De 
Oro. The first evening he sicored a vic- 
tory by 50 to 41, the next evening by 50 


to ; 
Hueston played high-class billiards, but 
he could at no time approach the form 
displayed by the new champion, who gave 
an exhibition the like of which has not 
been seen in a _ three-cushion billiard 
match for a long time. An indication of 
what was accomplished by De Oro is 
shown by the number of innings which it 
took him to complete his string of 150 
points. The first night sixty innings 
were played, Tuesday night the total was 
sixty-two, and last night sixty-one, or @ 
total of 183 innings for his 150 points. 

De Oro was at the top of his game, and 
for a time last evening he gave an ex- 
hibition that far outclassed anything 
which he accomplished in the other two 
games of the match. Not only was he 
brilliant setting carroms from difficult 
‘*leaves,”” but after the middle of the 
game he steadied down and played con- 
sistently with no particularly high runs, 
but steady counts that increased his total 
rapidly. From the twenty-eighth to the 
thirty-eighth inning he totaled elghteen 
ate with the highest run three, and 

rom the twenty-elghth to the forty-eighth 
inning he gathered thirty points, which 
brought his total to 42. After this ‘he 
fell down somewhat and it took him thir- 
teen innings to assemble his count of eight 
for the completion of his string of fifty. 

For a while it looked as if De Oro would

than in the two previous nights. When

down De Oro’s lead materially. At the 
end of the forty-eighth inning De Oro was 
leading by 15 points, and with the same 
form that he was then displaying it ap- 
peared that he would defeat his rival by 
at least 17 or 18 points. 

While De Oro unqguestionabty-outclassed 
Hueston, the latter certainly did play in 
some hard luck. Many times he was 
‘‘ kissed ’’ out of points that seemed cer- 
tain of being chalked up. This was the 
rule throughout the three nights’ play. 
De Oro, on the other hand, escaped such 
misfortunes many times by the slightest 
margin. 

During the first part of last night’s 
match De Oro was not playing any too 
well. In twenty-seven innings he was 
able to add to his count only 12 points, 
but Hueston could not seem to take ad- 
vatage of the misses of his opponent, and 
his total for the same number of innings 
duplicated that of De Oro. All during this 
period of play the lead alternated fre- 
quently, with never more than one or two 
points separating the rivals. 

Hueston’s best play came in the thirty- 
second inning, when he gathered a neatly 
worked out cluster of five, which stood 
as the best run of the evening. His next 
best total was four, negotiated in the 
fifty-second inning. De Oro’s best run 
was four, in the forty-fifth inning, but 
he had six runs of three, 

It was announced last night that Lloyd 
Jevney of Salt Lake City, the Western 
champion at the three-cushion game, had 
challenged De Oro for the championship.

The prevalent idea concerning the cutting 
down of pig iron output exaggerates its ex- 
tent. Counting furnaces that have actually 
blown out, the movement represents scarce- 
ly more than 10 per cent. off the rate of 
production on April 1, and furnaces now 
scheduled to go out will not increase it be- 
yond 12 per cent. The United States Steel 
Corporation now has thirty-one idle fur- 
naces out of a total of 119, having blown 
out one additional furnace—that at Niles, 
Ohio—in the past week. 

Pig iron inquiry has increased most in 
the Bast, where 35,000 to 40,000 tons is 
pending, a total that seems large only in 
comparison with the beggarly buying of 
many weeks. 

The better feeling in finished lines is due 
to the placing of good car and locomotive 
orders and the expectation of other rail- 
road buying to follow; also to the additional 
contracts for bars for Western agricultural 
works, amounting to 150,000 tons. The 
Harriman car contracts have at last been 
placed, and are for a total of 12,440, of 
whiéh the American Car and Foundry Com- 
pany will build nearly 11,000. The Hawley 
lines have bought seventy-two locomotives. 


The Iron Trade Review says: 


A shade of improvement is noticeable in 
the market, due to placing of orders by the 
Harriman lines for 12,400 cars and to some 
other favorable developments, ut actual 
buying of pig fron and finished products has 
not increased to any considerable extent. 
It is noteworthy, however, that business at 
the present time is about equal to that of 
the prosperous year The pig iron 
market has a better tone in the East, and 
inquiries covering from 20,000 to 80, 006 tons 
are pending.

The figures 
show that Great Britain is increasing its 
investments over the world, and, in the 
absence of the figures for France and 
Germany to make direct comparisons, 
probably adding to its hold upon the 
werld’s banking. 

The Statist estimates the amount of new 
capital subscribed by British investors 
in 1907 at $633,000,000, in 1908 at §1,002,-

It has now estimated the investments 
made from Jan. 1 to May 1 of 1910 at

SHEFFIELD FARMS CO. HEARD, | 


After Court Proceedings Vice Presi- 
dent Explains About Short Weights. 


A preliminary hearing of the charges 
made against the Sheffield Farms Slaw- 
son-Decker Milk Company by Lee J. Mills, 
a sealer of the Bureau of Weights and 
Measures, who discovered that short- 
weight packages of butter were sold in 
Brooklyn, was held yesterday before Mag- 
istrate Tighe in the Adems Street Court, 
Loton Horton, President of the company, 
and E. B. Halsey, Vice President and 
General Manager, were witnesses. 


Mr. Horton testified that his company 
never weighed the butter in its half- 
pound, two- a ast and five-pound pack- 
ages; that for the half-pound packages 
an adjustable mold was used. 

The hearing will be continued on May 24. 

Vice President Halsey made this expla- 
nation outside of court: 

“Of course, in the present proceeding 
the law does not either require or permit 
us to tell our side of this affair. The 
complaint on which the District Attorney 
is examining our affairs relates to certain 
boxes in which we séll possibly 5 per 
cemt. of the butter sold at our stores. It 
is not a special box made for us, but one 
in common use. 

‘These boxes cost us 2% cents apiece, 
and are made of pulp board and par- 
affined, s0 as to make them absolutely 
sanitary. A two-pound box with butter 
in it weighs on the average two pounds 
and two ounces. The box iiself weighs 
four ounces. We sell butter in these 
boxes *‘ by the box,”’ and pul in them the 
same kind»wf butter as that which we sell 
by the half pound as ‘“‘sheaf’’ butter in 
our stores. s . 

‘“There is nothifig on the box which in 
any wise represents that it contains two 
pounds of butter. 

‘The customer Who buys the two-pound 
box in these containers has to pay us 
for the container. The customer pays 
for the butter and the box together, the 








| box being a part of the weight of the 


butter just as he would if he bought an 
ordinary pound of butter at a grocery 
store in one of the ordinary smal wooden 
plates.’’

Five hundred club Beri a and their 
guests attended the dinner, and the senii- 
ments of the, speakers, whieh were for a 
closer trade relation between the coun- 
tries through tariff concessions, met with 
general approval. 

All of the speakers referred to the death 
of King Edward, Judge Nesbitt declaring 
that the sight of so many flags at half- 
mast in New York had touched him deep- 
ly. He wished, he said, that all Cana- 
dians eould see this tribute by Americans 
to the King of a kindred nation. Judgé 
Nesbitt declared President Taft’s mes- 
sage to Canadians saying it was his pur- 
pose to promote better trade relations be- 
tween the two countries had done more to 
restore the ancient amity between the 
two countries than any utterance of the 
past five years. 

“If the United States were immediately 
in its own interests to lewer its tariff 
against goods coming from Canada, there 
would be a two-fold effect,’’ said Judge 
Nesbitt. ‘‘ First, if grain, flour, bread- 
stuffs, animals of al] kinds, fruits, fish,. 
poultry, eggs, butter, cheese, hides, and 
timber were allowed: to be sent in prac- 
tically free, the result would be a very 


layge decrease in the cost of living, with 
the further result of a very much i 
roved ability to manufacture in compet 
jon with foreign countries having a low er 
eost of living than at present obtains in 
the United States. Is this semething to 
be desired? While not lowering the 
standard of living, getting the same 
| standard at a great deal icss cost. 
‘On our side it would mean the opening 
of new country by leaps and unds; 
fresh inhabitants pouring in with their 
purchasing power not less than at present 
and constantly increasing, does it not 
cpen out enormous possibi ties in the way 
‘ef trade for your manufaetured goods? ”’ 
Mr. Whitney, who was the first of the 
speakers, declared that Canada at the 
present moment was entering upon a de- 
velopment closely resembling that upon 
which yhe United States entered a century 
a 


go, 

‘The free and unrestricted trade which 
has prevailed over the territory of the 
United States to the mutual- advantage of 
evéryhbody concerned,’’ said Mr, Whitney, 
‘would be e qually, beneficial to the Do- 
minion and the United States if the tariff 
2 irrier between the two countries were 

elutely removed. anufacturing en- 
terprises would gradually find their way 
te the western section of Canada, the 
same as they have in the Unitea States: 
And it Was searcely necessary to say 
that this development would be more rapid 
if the capital, the energy, and the én- 
terprise of the American people were 
joined with the Canadians in this devel - 
opment. 

Mr. MeGebbon said that the future re- 
lations as they affect trade between Can- 
ada and the United States rest with this 
country. Tne solution of the problem, 
he added, ts in the hands of the United 
States, and he suggested that if the tariff 
was gradually reduced to a point where 
the protection afforded beth countries 
woul be actually—not theoretically— 
equalized, always giving the prime con- 
sideration to the et that Canada has 
the younger and weaker ‘industries, an

Mr. Hamlin said that'in his opinion the
